toand fro fromall the foure parts thereot: and then leaving the place for a

| Thenthey divided themtclues by fixc and ſixe(as the manner there 15)and 
11a handſome well ordered faſhionbegan their ſport. W herein having con-

| Gentlementhruſt in amongſt them to part the quarrell, beginning with their 
freſh Horſes a well-prepared skirmiſh , both the one andthe other from all 


parts of the place,ranging and marſhalling themſclues in ſuch good array,ob- 


ſcrving ſuch due bothtimme and meaſure, that ir ſeemed avery tinecontriued 
| daunce: the bcholding whereof, as it held the people in ſuſpence by poſleſ- 
ſing all their faculties;1v did it giue them fingular content. But this ſport was 
| Interrupted, and wholly difordered by the ſudden approachof a furious Bull, 
which they had letloote trom the other ſide of the place. Thoſe that vvere a 
horſe-backe, changing their Canes into Iauclins, (vvhich they had ready at

ſhould recciue any ill entertainment; as likewiſe to himſelte, if this poc 
Rogue ſhould ſuffer forhis comming thither ; as well out of hiretER, as 
alſo for that hee was incecnſed againſt thoſe, who ſtroue to get the hanour of 
rheday;zand to winne grace by doing ſomething braucly in her preſence,brea- 
king through the thickeſt of all thepeople,hee went out againſt the Bull, who 
| fortaking himhe formerly followed.mide dire&ly rowards himſelfe, All that | 
beheld this, thought himeither fooliſh or mad, that ſhould ſodeſperately put 
himſclfe forth to incounter witha Beaſt of that courage, andh £,lo0- 
bay every minute whenhee ſhould rake him vp betweene his Hornes; and | 
tofling him vp aloft, breake every bone of him in pieces. All ofthemi with 
lowd voycescride out vnto him, Take heede, for the paſſion of God, if you 
loue your lite,looke to your ſelte; for if you had a thouſandliues, they are all 
indanger ot loofing. You may by this time imagine with your {clues, what a

vpon two whute Paltreys, their turnitures being blacke Velver tet withfilver 
Ocs,and futably frindged,cntrcd well attended: Who after they had rounded 
the Place, .tooke their Seates. Where Ozmin leaving her, haftcd away, be- 
cauſe anon after, the Challengers were to enter; vvho within a little ſpace 
made their arrivall, wonderfull well ſertorth , and in very good equipage-:

So wee ſee,that the good inthy ſelfe is ſo little, and the Office which thou

| Other-whiles, thou turneſt theſe thy vertnes towards the ground , by incli-

ning, by thy over-commanding , and contemning the poore : vſing 1n his

We went ſtill full gorg'd, grea- | 
ter gluttons and drunkards the world did not aftoord; our lides were ready | 
rocracke with gurmandizing, andour braines to burſt with bowzing; your 
Senators of Rome could not liue more merrily then wee did, for vvee were as 
tall trencher-men,and as good Epicures as the beſt of them. And albeit vve 
are-not ſo muchreipeced,nor liue not in that repute and elteeme as they doe; 
yet out manner of life hath a great acale more caſc init, and 1 am ſure, a great 
deale lefſe trouble. | 
And wee haue beſides two ſuch Priviledges,as none of them all; no not the 
beſt man in Rome haththe like. The one is a kinde of liberty that vvec haue 
in begging, yct nevertheletle do not looſe our liberty, vvhich is not fo vvith 
your better fort of men « For miſery hath no greater milcry vvithit, then 
when a man is forced to be beholding to ſuch or fueh a friend to ſuccour and 
elieue his wants, though this helpe ſhould come from the free hand of his 
owne naturall brother.

"'W hen I had once ſet my feete vponthe threſhold, I opened my eyes, and 
then plainely perceiued,that what had already paſt, was in,puniſhment of my | 
over-boldneſle;and albeit this tricke that had beenc putvpon mee was not to | 
calicto be digeſted, yet this jeſt might haue falne our farre worſe, I comfor- 
ted my (ele as well as I could, looked into my errour, and acknowledged my. 
faulr,and champing vpon theſe things, as I walked along the (treeres, | came 
a laſt home to our owne houte, and opening my Chamber doore, I put off my | 
cloathes, and got mee inberweene the blankers to recover tome heat,which | 
through the waters and the windes I had loſt. | 1 

In this manner did I lye, till it was about ten a clocke inthe morning, 

tumbling and toſſing, not being able for very ſhame to fall aſleepe, thinking | 
and deviſing vvith my ſelfe, vvhat anſwcre 1 ſhould make vnto my Maſter. 
For if I ſhould deale plainely and truly vvith him, and acquaint hin vvith

| no ſooner ſeene mee, bne preſently askrt mee, how the world went, and how 
chanced it,that I had no ſooner come to giae an account of what had paſt be.

the ſtreete vncill ic was midnight, expeRing a faire birth of this dulineſle, but 
it prou'd in the end to bea ſhitten-ari'd Girle;ſo that I was diſmiſtwith a now 
licet;telling mee,thatſhee could nor poſlibly either ſpeake with mce, or open 
the doore. 

I alſothen ſignified vnto him, that | would goe and lye downe a while y. 
pon my bed, to ſee if I could rake ſomereſt, for I didnot finde my ſelfe halfe 
well. Hee gaue mee leaue ſotodoe. Where-vpon, I went to my Chamber, 
put off my cloathes, got meeto bed, and there tell romy victuals, where ] 
remained till it wasalmoſt night, hatching athouſand conceits 11 my head, 
vvaſting my wits,and Limbeking my braines, without drawing any juice or 
| ſubſtance thence at all. And becauſe, what inregard of my rage and anger, 
asaliothe ſundry thoughtsand imaginations that troubled my minde, I vvas 
not able to take any reit on either (ide,bur lay tumbling from t'one to Yother;; 
If I lay onmy backs, I ſtraight-way vvaxcd vveary ; it [ fate vp inmy bed, 
my Hips vvere too feeble to beare vp my body . Wherevpon l[ reſolued 
vvith my ſclfe to riſc.

That 1f they haue their Kings care, and are} 
inward vvith him , that they*ſhould make benefit of this their privacie, 
by procuring them!elues goodand ſure friends; for there 1s no firmeneſfeth 
Fortune ; nor no Princes tavour fo fixed, butit may falloff. Tiat atleaſt, | 
on feſtivall dayes , they ſhould riſe betimes and get them to Churchro] 

hcare Maſſe. And that they ſhould truly and ſincerely make confeſſion of 
their ſinnes, and not onely tor faſhion ſake, to cumply with the Pariſh, be.

not to ſuffer any publike puniſhment , noraffronts. And to the end that 
the faults which they committed, ſhould not bee exempted from puniſh. 
ment, therefore your Divine Lawes did ordaine theſe your baniſhments, | 
which without doubt, was the greateſt puniſhment of all other, thar could 
bee inflited vpon ſuch Kinde of perſons. For thereby they are inforced to 
forgoe their friends;, their Parents, their Kinsfolke, their Houſes, their 
Lands, their ancient acquaintance, their Wiues, and their Children, their

I tookea great deale 
of pleaſure in looking onthem,and I did ſecretly wiſh to my ſelte,that I might 
hauc had the opportunitie,to reforme a thouſand imperfeions, which pre- 
{ently ſaw in them. Who did ever ſee, that an honeſt poore beggar, tharwas| 
a good proficient in his trade, nay , fay he were never ſo meanely bredtoit, 
would when he had moſt, (vnleſſe' he were a very cocks-combe ) haue more 
then ſixe,or ſeven Maraexedi,or ſome ſuch like trifle,and not aboue,in bis hat?

Sayazedra, marvelled much at it; Whobrought mee from thence, tothe 
outward Court belonging to the Palace; inthe midſt vvhereot I might ſee; 
braue Prince, mounted ona beautifull horſe ofbraſſe, ſo curiouſly cut tothe 
life,and ſo well proportioned in every part,that they both ſeemed to haue life 
and motion. My apprehenſion could nor diſcerne,and therefore durſtnot 
ſume ro judge, which of the two were better, cither this,or that at Rome; yer 
inclined in the end with that ſhort vnderſtandingot mine,to giue the praiſe ty 
that which was there preſent;not for thatit was preſent,but becauſe it didde. 
ſcrue it. I askt of Sayaxedra,whoſe ſtatua that was? Hee told mee, it wasthe 
great Dukes,Coſimode Medici. Of whom I went diicourfing vnto you vpon} 
the way. And here great Ferdwando,bis ſonne,(wholately was but is not now| 
aliue )cauſed it tobe ſer vp to perpetuallmemory.I would needs know out of 
curiolity,of what heightit might be,and not being able to reach therevntoto 
cake tne meaſure if it, | was adbrwe,chie fromthe very bottome tothe top,| 
was about fifty handtuls high, little more, or lefle. Round about the ſayd 
place, were many other delicate peeces caſt into brafſe, & ſome, of ſubſtantial, 
yer very fine marble,ſo artificially wrought, that they diddriuethe beholders 
into great admiration;leaving even the beſt judgements in ſulpenſe,and ſtap-| 
gering thoſe wits moſt, that were moſt acute; excepting onely ſuch, ashad 
inckling atore-hand, what manner of things they were . 

Afterwards, we viſitted the Temple of S. ſob» Bapriſt,as being molt worthy| 
our particular remembrance; for I may truly ſay of ir,that there 1s (carſe the 
like inthe world for all inall. Which glorious fabricke, I then learned,vvas 
founded in thetime of ORavianu eAuguſiis the Emperour, and conſecrated} 
to Mars.There did Ientertaine my felt in obſeruing its antiquittc,and foun- 
dation, wherein I tooke much content; and the more,for that it is reported} 


foundation )T hat it is to laſt and continue,to the finall conſummation and end| 


Temple remaining ſtillvntoncht. The body of it confiſts of eight angles, all 
ſparious, ſtrong,and narvellous beautifullro behold;eſpecially thoſe 1ts three] 
great doores,which arc ſhut vp with ſixe halfc doores,all of braſſe,caſt 1ncy- 
rious molds,and all of one entire peece, wrought with Hiſtorics of emboſſed 
worke ſo daintily handled, ſo finely raiſed, and fo proportionably cquall un} 
every point, as may well be preſumedfromthe Artizans of that Citie, who 
beareaway the bell trom all the reſt, in that kinde,that arc in the world. _ 
This Temple hath likewiſe another greatnefſe belonging vnto ir, whichis 
this; that there _ in Florence one and forty Pariſh churches, twoand| 
rwenty Monaſteries of Fryars,forty & ſeaven Nunneries,foure Colledges or} | 
Houſes for thoſe that are willing toretire themſclues from the world, eight 
bapriſme vſcd inany of theſe, ſaue onely in that of $. /ohn,and inthat Church, 
are allthechildren of this Citic baptized, from the meanct among thecom- 
Gentletnen,and the om Dukes owne children. For

I was dogge at it, and could diſpatch my bufineſle in a trice, 
My eye; and my hand, went both together ; they were here and there, and 
cucry where, witha preſto bee gone. was of all occupations; a mariner, a mil. 
ler, a baker, a (cout, a croſle-biter,one of your vp-right men,a cheater, a coze. 
| ncr, a fox, that was full of cratt and lubtletie ; none of my ſtanding, no nor 
ix yeares elderthen I,but would ſtrike ſayleto me,and acknowledge himſelte 

as farre inferiour to me, as the fowle 15s to the Falcon, 

Bur by reaſon of their ancient ſtanding, and the reputation they had pot jn| 
thoſe former dunlicall rimes, they tyrannizcdand vturped on the name of fa. 
mous profeſſors : Thele were the Ceſars ; and we the poore rogues ; whom 
they ſent abroad, from houſeto houſe, to ſcowre diſhes, to caſt an eye in eve 
' corner, to make one excuſe or other whereſocuer we caine; demanding in one 

placc, whether ſuch a Gentleman were there or no; and in another, whether | 
they wanted a young youth, that was willing to ſerue them. Asking ſuch ; 
Gentlewoman, whether ſhee would buy a very fine paire of Twizes ; which| 
but a little before, we had cut from another Gentlewomans girdle, and having 
new ground and whet them , and made them very neat and cleane, and fitted 
them with a new caſe, and anew ribond, we ſold them afterwards away for 
new ware.Sometimecs, we would make ſhow to goe into ſome houſe to make 
water, andif we found, that there was a ſtable there, or other by-roomesbe. 
longing vnto it, inthither would we goe,where we ſhould meet with a horle. 
cloath, a curry-combe, a ſyue, or the horſe-mans cloake ; and when we could 
not come to finger any thing elſe, we ſhould euermore be ſure ofbridles,and 
collars, and ſtirrops, and the like kinde of tackling for their Mules and their 
| Hackneys, and it by misfortue , any one ſhould come in, and ſce vs there 
| looſing preſently our cod-pifle point, we would quat vs downe1n a corner of | 

the ſtable, as if we had beene driuenin thither by neceflirie to doe that ſervice, 
which no body can doe for vs but our ſelues. And incaſe they ſhould ſay vnto 
vs (as now and then they would) you rogue, you thicfe,what make you here? 
We would then preſently riſe vp, and pulling vp our breeches to make them 
faſt, and be gone, vve would vvhile we vverca trufſing, mildly make anſwer; 
I pray Sir be not offended; take heed to vvhom, and of vvhat you ſpeake; for} 
here 1s no ſuch kinde of man, as youtalke of, no thiete, no rogue, but one that 
is true and honeſt, and meanes you no harme; I vvas ouer-taken in the ſtreet, 
and forced to come in vpon mecere neceſſitic, and therefore I hope you will 
hold me excuſed. 

Some did belceue vs, and ſome not, but how- ſoever vve paſt well enough 
with it. Soinetiumes, we would preſſe tarther in, and rummageas it wereallthe 
:| whole houſe, from one cndto the other,till we tound ſomewhat that we might 
| finger, and carry away ; andit by chance we vvere ſpideby ws + vve vvoul 
| coine crowching vnto chem vvith teares in our cyes, beſeeching them for | 
;| Gods ſake, to giue vs analmes, being even ready to ſtarne for vvant of food. 
| Withthele, and other the like cunning ſhifts, there was not ſo much asa nayle| 
| in any mans wall,which we did not keep a ps - of,and tooke away vvhen 

vve law our time. I] vvas a pretty little vvag, ſlender of growth, rather leane 


then otherwiſe, very vvitty, full of invention, andaboue all, as nimble, and 
light-fuored as a Bucke. I alwayecs laid vvait in the day time,how and where 
ſhould compaſle my exployts in the night, ncuer imbroyling my ſelfc 1nany 
buſineſle at vnſcaſonable times, for the better avoyding of all ſuſpition; and 
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| taking Iictle fleepe vvhen 1 had any thing to ſer my ſelte abour. In the day 
time, vvyee did ( like good Chriſtians) viſit Churches, goe to Maſſe, heare | 
Sermons, frequent your Indulgences, Tubiles, Feaſts, and Proceſſions, Wee| | 
were preſent at your Play-houſes, and Courts of Iuſtice at all Executions, | 
2nd all other publike meetings and afſcmblics, vvhere there vvas any con- 
c{rte of people, any preſſing or thronging inthe ſtreets, ſtriuing tobe al» 
waics in the thickeſt cf the croud,entring in and out amongſt them, paſſing to 
and tro a thouſand times. For every bout afforded vs vvorke enough, making ' 
ypon every returnea good and gainfull voyage. One while vvee brought | 
away daggers, ſtolne trom mens backs;other-while handkerchers pickt out of | 
their pockets;purſes,roſarios,twizes, jewels worne by vvomen;and ſuch odde 
royes,as your children weare about their neckes. And when all fail'd,and that 
1 could not make that purchaſe as I would, with my [heeres(which | had ever | 
rcady 1n my band )looke where the belt and faireſt cloake vvas1n all the com- 
panic, i did whip from behinde,or the one fide of it . ( it by chance ic lip off 
trom his ſhoulders inthe throng )as muchas would make three or toure paire | 
of (oles,or ome ſuch odde knacke,or other. VV here, belides the profit, [ 
rooke exceeding great pleaſure,in iceingrthele gallants atterwards looke like _ 
the picture of S. Marr, with little more then halte a cloake;which was a ri- | 
diculousthing ro behold,and aid often mouc me to much laaghtor. And when 
they them-ſelues hac found it out,they began to winde and turne it this way, 
and that vvay, putting the part oft.nded, either vnder or over their arme, as * 
vvould make beſt tor the hiding of that blemilh; and the people vvhen they | 
once began to perceiue it, they [tratzhc way flockr abour them,vvyho bluſhing |

It ſeemedthen vntomee, that he rub'd his | 
hands and elbowes, to call bimſelfe ro remembrance;orthat he beganto thinke 
with himſclfe, whether he had loſt thoſe two potentaall faculties of his vader- 
ſtanding,and memory,andthat onely his Will was remaining vnto him, con(i- 
dering what had paſt.

Vnderſtand you me now? Yes marry doe 1: And, it may be, they paſſe ouer 
theſe things the better , by reaſon of their good Angels of guard,. vvhich free 
them fromthoſe blowes, that would otherwiſe fall vpon them, and rid them 
our of all their troubles.

a prey Vito mee about tiftcene thouſand Royalls in good gold. I gaue bararoto 
thoſe that were preient, and tothe Captaine who came thurher anon after this 
teld was fought, | clolcly clapt fifty Crownes 1n his tiite, which was all onc,as 
\fvvith them { had bought mce aſlaue, and purchalcd mce tuch a ſervant as 
ſhould fticke to ine vpon all occations. | 

This quarrell bcing ended, andthe Gameſters gone, my Captaine tooke 
me aſide, and wee two being all alone, hee adviſed mee that on Sunday night 
| following,being ſome foure daycs hence, the Galleys were to depart. W here- 
ypon ſeing my ielte thus {traitned by time, 1 began to ſtrike vp my drunume, 
to muſter my forces together, and ſending abroad my tickets, this way, and 
that way,firlt to one party ,& then to another,advertiling my triends,that the 
wedding was to be folemnized the Munday following,and that they would be 
pleaſed tro make me beholding vnto them tor their promiſed favour. The Ants 
doe not come ſo laden with corne in Auguſt, which they gather abroad in the 
fields,and bring homeinto their granartes,as they caimetumbling into my lod- 
cing withjewels,cvery one {triuing,who ſhould {end me the molt, & the belt. 
Which ina word, were fo many and fo rich,thatI was even almoſt aſhamed 
to receiuethem, Bur I ſet a good face on the mattcr, becauſe me thought they 
were not deare. My Vnckle ent mein a Collar to grace the Brides ſhoulders, 
aad a girdle ſutable vnto it,and a feather to adorne her head-drefling, vvhich 
being all of gold, and ſet thicke with pearles, and pretious ſtones, the three 
|| peeces were valuedat more then three thouſand Crownes, The relt did fur- 
niſh mee with rich brooches, buttons, bodkins, bracelets, pendents,care-rings, 
tablets, carcanets, vailes, coyfes, and rings, all very curious, rich,and of great 
value. All which things, as faſt as they came 1n,the Captaine vawitting there- 
Pot, I clapt vpcloſely withinmy trunks, which ſtood ina by-corner out of ſight. 
The next three dayes that were left me, I ipent 1n vihtting my kindred,thauk- 
| ing them for the vndeſerued grace and favour they had done mee. 

When Sunday was come,knowing that the Galleys were to weigh anchor 
2 Munday morning betimes, and to put furt to Sea, Ifaidto mine Hoſte: 
Mine Hoſte,] ſhall be abroad this night at play,at 4 friends houſe, where ſome 
Gentlemen haue appointed to mect, andif peradventure it thall be ſomewhat 
late before wee giue over play, IthinkeT ſhall not only ſup, but lye there too 
if we chance to breake of before it be day. And therefore ( good mine Hoſte) 
haue a care to the chamber,till we returne,though it may be,T ſhall ſend Saye- 
vedra home vnto you. And ſo hauing the night to friend, I went out of my 
Inne, leauing mine hoſt two trunkesto pay for iy dyer, and my lodging,du- 
ring the time [ ſtayed in Genoa. True it 1sthat by reaton of the great haſte we- 
had to be gone, | left them both full, bur of fine little pibbles that 1 had cauſed 
to be fetche from the Sea-lide;beingin ſhow not much vnliketo your craggy 
Chriſtall ofthe mountaine, which did weigh ſome twenty pound weight a 
peece. T 
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chem, beating them fo ſhametully,that I put them to tIght, leauing behinde as | 
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| Allthingsbeing done and diſpatcht as I would haue it, I went aboorathe 
' Galley, and cabbin'd with my friend Captaine Favels, I want words to ex.

wiſhr it, yet I had a little thing within, that checke mee, androld mee in mine 
care,that I had not done well, which did much trouble mce tor the time.

goods. cd, and guing about to put on my cloathes ; my Captaine comes intomy |

hadas fairc a winde,andas tinc weather,as heart could wiſh,but ir did.not {till 
continue thus favuurable vnto vs, but much contrary, and tull in the teethof 
vs,as you ſhall hearc hereafter. For Forruxe 1s notalwaics proſperous;but with 
the Moone, hath her Creſcents, and hee Waynings, and by how mirch the !

| with themſclucs, whether ſome body had not murther'd mee, to make them: | 
' (clues maltcrs of iny wealth; or whether I had beene wounded in ſome quar- | 
| rel. Bat 1 imagincd with my telfe,that they conceiued,and they were i the | 
| right )that I was gone along withthe Galleys. And hen being cleane out of | 
hope of any humane remedy, 1 beganto thinke with my ſclte, how ſhrewdly | 
thc tleas would trouble them for many afairc night aftrer. 

Now did | begin to contider, what haſte they made to vnrip imy trunkes, 
that they might by them ſauce themſelucs harmelcfle, every one firit alleaging. 
the antelation of time,and priority of hisdebr, and to by the ordinary courſe 
of Law in thoſe parts, pretendas he was the fir{t Creditor, that he might be hirit | 
paid. Mec thought | did likewile fce, how mine Holte did hugg himtelte,how 
| hedid laugh and chucke for joy, to thinke how rich 1 had Ictt him, by leawing | 
| him theſc two trunkes, which being valued according to their weight, might. 
| very vvell haue contented him, tur a farre longer and larger allowance,then 1 
could poſſible ſpend info ſhorta time. But the vvorth did not anſwerethe | 
vverght: For there was nothing in them, bur ſtones, whichif hee vvere minded! 
; to hang hunſelte, might ſ{erue tor the ſepulchre. And vyhat ſay you to my old 
| Vackle,do not you thinke that he vyas vvcll prouided for, with thole pretious | 
| tones, vvhich Sayavedra acquainted him withall ? But thatpther kini{men of | 
| mine, vvho vyent away With the chaine, who doubts it,but that hee did laugh 
in h1sflecucatthe reſtof his tellowes, when hee ſaw he had fucha ſure pawne 
bo | inhishands, all pure linkes of gold, that hee might very well pay both the 
Principall,and the Intereſt. But when he found it was not Gold, bur Alchymle, 
light and falſe Latten,being no better (taking away its guilding, and _— 
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ſuch mettall as you make your candleſticks, 
what man can imagine, what ſtrange mouthes and faceshe made? How hee 
hang” d downe dis head,fixing his cyes onthe ground,then litting it vp againe, 
rurne vp the white of the cyes towards heaven, not out of any deſire that hee 
hadro blefſe him, that had made him to ſhine and glirter thus gloriouſly, but 
:o curſe my mothers wombe,for bringing forth ſuch a Picero,tuch a baſe ra(- 
| call,and arrant theefe as I was. In this pickle 1left them, and {0 wee parted. 
| A man Might then haue ſaid that of them, which one blinde man faid to ano- 
ther in Toledo,who being to part company,and to gacach to his owne houſe, 
whcn they tooke their leaues, ſaid cach toorher;Good night (Gollip)till wee 
lee vne another againe. 
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CHAP. X. 
Guzman de Alfarache ſayling towards Spaine, Sayavedra by reaſon of a great 


ſftorme, growes Sea-ſicke. He falls into a Calentwre,or burning feaner. He WAX 
light-headed,and loſeth his wits. He cryes out that be «Guzman de Altarache, 
and prowing mad,throwes himſelfe into the Sea where he 1s drorned. 
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E had ſuch faire weather when we ſet forth of Genoa,that 
the Tuetday following, by Sunne-rifing, wee had (as 1 
1 told you before ) doubled the Cape of Nels. Andrill wee 
| catnc to the * Pomas det Marſella, wee had as tauourable 
and proſperous a winde, as wee could wiſh. There did 
| we expect that the winde ſhould ſtill blow faire, haviag 
all this while ſhow'd it {elfe fo friendly and Jouing vato 
vs. For wee had a freſh galc from the Eaſt, which holpe 
| vs ſo well, that the next day towards the Euciing, we diſcovered,toour gene- | 
rall joy,the coaſt of Spaine.But fortune, hauing not the ſtrength to ſtand tirme, 
nor-being alwaies one and the ſame;burt weake and various, began to manite it 
ynto vs the ſinall confidence that we ought to hauec of her; whereof ,t0 loone 
to our great hurt, wee had ſufticient tryall . And now hearing the Marincrs 
call one to another inthoſetermes and language, which 1s vſuall withthem in 
luch cafes, Heaven was covercd all vuer towards the North-welt, with darke 
nd thicke ciouds, vvhich euttered downe vpon vs huge and great drops of 
rainc. Our good winde had bid vs farewell, and our hearts began to be ſo (ad, 
and to heavy,as if all that ſame darkſome blackneſle had quite over-paltthem, 
uch acloud of ſorrow, had like a curtaine, ever-ſpred thole late lighttame ta- 
culties of our foules. Which being foreſcene by the Pilots, and thaſe other 
watry-Counſellors at Scas,they held a Counſcll inthe poope, debating to and 
fro, what courſe was fitteſt robe taken, ro prevent ſuch fearetull chreatnings, 
Every one ſpake his opinion, delivering what hee in his judgement deemed 
beſt ro be done. But ſeeing the winde begin to lay luſtily about him, beattg 
his brazen wings againſt our woodden fides,and his forces increaling more & 
morce,without any other reſolution, before their conſultation could come to a 
concluſion, they were inſtantly, without any more adoe, inforced to let fall 
their maine ſaile, which when they had ruffled, - and laid as low as the decke | 
would giuc them lcaue, they touke another lefſcr one, which they call A7a> 
rabuto,(as they doe the other, la Borda) which is a kinde of rriangulary fayle, | 
Cutout into three corners,after the manner of a womans kerchicte; ('This they 


the endofthe laſt banke of oares, hitting themſclues afterwards withthoſe | 
| ther things,that were needfull onſuch an occaſion. They faſtned their oares 
to the vpper deck: The paſſengers, and thar (ouldicrs,they commanded( ſore 
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againſt their vo keepe themſelues vnder hatches: They fell a caulking of 
the Galley,from the prowe tothe ny ae werethey wanting in any onc of 
thoſe diligences,that were neceſſarie for the ſauing ofour lies. 
Whileſtthey werethus buſie,the night grew on,and a pitchy darkneſſe hag 
| (like apauillion)pitched it ſelfe round abont vs, all was clouds, Agyprian 
| clouds,blacke and darke as Hell; fo that having loft the comfort of the light, 
| wee loſt likewiſe with it all hope of ſafety, ctpecially when wee ſaw that the 
| ſtorme wasno whit alayd, but rather more and more increaſed vpun vs, | 
Wherefore for the better avoiding of ſo many dangers, whereinto by reaſen} 
| of this tempeſt, they were liketorunne, they gaue preſent order to hang ow| 
the lanterne that they might the better ſce what they did. The Sea, now be. 
YE _ | gantoltwell, andlifted one while its waues as highas heauen, and by andy 
againc,abaſing that their pride,they tumbled downe ſolow, thatthey opened 
| the bolome otthe Sca ſo wide, that you might ſee the ſand that lay in thebot. 
| tome. They were faine to appoint another to aſſiſt ar the helme, thatvyag an 
expert Pilot indeed, and knew how to guide the Rudder to a haire. The Ma. 
_ K:rs-mate they cauſed to be tyde faſt ina chaire to the poſt neere vnto the| 
| poope, as being reſoluedeither to dye in thatplace vvirhout remouing from 
| thence,or to keepethe Galley aliue,and ct her in ſafety. TE 
0 W hileſt thisskilfull Marriner was labouring to put this his deliberation in} 
| execution, wee often demanded of him, if wee were inany great danger;and 
| much more often then they were willing to heare. See how blind ſighted vvee 
were, that we would rather giue creditto that which had proceeded from his| 
mourh,thenthat which wee 1aw with our owne eyes, which repreſented no«| 
thing butdeath vnto vs. But his lying tongue, ſeemed to afford vslike com-| * 
fort, as doth that of the Phyſitian tothe ſorrowtull and atfliatcd father, who 
queſtions him touching the health, and life of his fonne, and whether hee be} 
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| likely to dye of this diteaſe, or whether hee be deadalready : Who tells him, 
| That(God be thanked hee is onthe mending hand. In like manner,the Ma- | 
' ſters-mate,making anſ{were vnto vs,for to cheere vs vp, andto put vs 1n heart 
would bawle out aloud vnto vs, 2:e todo era nada. Tuſlh all this was nothing. | 
| | Andtherefore be of good cemfort (my Hearts.) And indeed. in _— | 
| {o, hee told vs bat the truth. For all this was nothing,tothat which came after. | 
| For the winde had torne our fayles to fitters, there was not one whole peece, 
all was rentgandrags,and it grew higher and higher (till, fo that we werefor- 
ced toclap on our Treo, which is a kinde of round fayle, which they make vie] | 
of in ſtormes. Fortunes hand did not yet zrow weary with whipping vs;but| 
| | as if ſhee had not puniſht vs ſufficiently already, it was our hap to haue anill} 
guided Galley to fall foule vpon vs, which ſtriking vs with her prowe onthe} 
: oope, made her ducke her head into the Sea, and had well-nigh overrurn'd 
_ | her; and to make this encounter the more vnlucky, the blow, andthe lofle of 
our Rudder(whereon did hependthe hope of our ſafety ) hapnedboth ar one 
ang the ſame inſtant. Wherefore tecing our felues now bepriued both of our 
hope, and helme, wanting a Rudder wherewith to ſteare, yeeldingour ſclues| 
to the mercy ofthe Seas, as men deſpairing of any remedy to repaire this] 
| loſſe, yetthat they might not deſiſt to vic all the meanes they could, vvhich, 
they thought might make beſt for our good, (makinga vertue of neceſſitic ) 
they made as good ſhiftas they could, by clapping a couple of oarcs in the 
place,guiding therewiththe Galley (beſides the danger)witha great dale of 
toyle, and labour. 

And how ſhall I be able here to expreſle but the balfe, nay the leaſt part 
of that vnto you, whichthele eyes ſaw ,and theſe cares heard?I doe not know 
the tongue that can ſpeake it. Bur ſay I ſhould light on ſucha tongue: yet,l 
am ſure, | ſhall hardly meete with choſe men that will beleeue it. O,how many 
vowes did they then make! How many 1nvocations to NE a 
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calling on that, vvhich vvas the greateſt and famouſeſt in hisowne Countrey ? 
Whart various devotions,v vhata generall recourſe totheirprayers? And ſome 
were ſo childiſh and ſo fooliſh;thar you ſhould heare noother word come from 
them, but, Omy mother, 6 ſweet mother! How many abuſes,and how many 
| | ab(urdities, vvere committed among them ! Confeſſing themſelues one to 

another, asif they could bee their ghoſtly fathers, and had power to abſolue 
them. Others in aloud voyce made -onfcſfion of thoſe ſfinnes vntoGod, where- 
in they had offended him ; andas ifthey thought that God vvere deafe and 
thicke of hearing , they vvould ſtretch out their throats as high as heaven, 
perſwading themſclues perhaps, by the force of this their breath, toſendtheir 
(oules packing in that very inſtant vp vnto heaven. | 

In this deſperate and wofull manner, did our poore weather-beaten Galley 
| endure this miſery, together with thoſethat were in her, till the next day fol- 

lowing, vv henas vvith the a "7 of the Sunne , and the clearing of the 
$kic, vve beganto recover breath, ſo that now all was joy, and our ſorrow was 
turned into mirth, cheering, and hartning vpon one another. Certainly, it can- 
not bee denyed , That of all thoſe dangers, that attend vpon death, that js al- 
waycs moſt feared, vv hich is {till neereſt vnto her, For from thoſe other, vve 
thinke we may well ſcape. But I did not ſomuch feare this ſtorme, nor ſo ſen- 
ibly apprehend the danger thereof, as I ſtood infeare by a contrary winde,and 
the new rigging vp ofour Galley, to be carryed backe againe to Genoa. It was 
| not the Sea, but the ſhame, that wrought vpon me. This was it, that made me 
ro ſay to my ſelte, whenl ſaw how the winds blew, and the Seas raged, that all 
the reſt did fare the worſefor my ſake,and that I was that onas,for whomthis 
tempeſt was rais'd, that it might raiſe me vp to repentance. 

Sayavedra became ſo Sea-ficke,that he fel into a ſhrewd burning fever,and 
ſhortly after grew beſides himſclfe. It would haue grieved a mans heart, and 
moved much compaſſion, to ſee the things that be did, and the fooleries which 
he vttered ; and ſometimes, vvhen the ſtorme vvas greateſt, and the danger 
moſt, vvhile others vvere confeſling their finnes, he vvould cry out in aloud 
voyce; I am Gazman de Alfaraches ghoſt; I am that ghoſt of his, which goes 
thus vvandring vp and downe the vvorld ; vvhereat hee made me often beth 
laugh, and feare, But Rocge hee ſhould haue vented ſome thing vnhappily, 
they all faw that he was mad,and ſo regarded not what he ſaid. Yer for all this, 
he would not Jeauc his talking,butby flaſhes would fall a ripping vp of my life, 
andbolte out by fits,all that which I had formerly recoanted vnto himconcer- 
ning the courſes I had taken, compoſing athouſandextravagancies. Andif by 
chance he heardany man talke of promiſing to performe a pilgrimage to Mon- 
ferrate , thither would he leade me; telling, at what ſtations, and weddings he 
had beene there with me. He did Crefle me (like a French Cooke) a thouſand 
leverall wayes. ' But that vvhich vvas moſt to be laughed at, (though it much 
pittied me to ſee him in that ſtate) and vyherein I rowoke much pleaſure, vvas; 
dw hee ſpake all theſe things ofhimſelfe, as if hee had beene true Guzmay 
indeed. | 

_ Inbriefe, vvebeingall ſhrewdly beaten,andgrowne extreame vveary vvith 
our late ſtorme, the night following we went ina good houre to take our reſt, 
to fee if vve could recover that olddebt of our former loſt fleepe. We vvereall 
of vs {o vyeary, and ſo drowſie, and our Galley ſo battered , and torne about 
the poope, that Sayavedre riſing vp in his franticke fit, lept at that open place 
where our rudder was ſplitfrom vs,into theSea,on whom we couldnever after 
ereye; though the Mariner thatkept watch,as ſooneas he heard the lownce 
of the fall, preſently cryde out, Hombre ale niar ; There is ſomebodie fallen 
Into the vvater. Wherevpon vve began preſently toconjeRure, that it mult 
needs be he; and vpon inquiry finding hini vvanting, vyvc ſoughe to recover 
him, but it would not be. And ſo poore S«yavedre was buricd in the Sea; all 
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| which he had written with his owne hand, which the Captaine taking from 


| more in Merchants then other men, who carry their wealthin other mens pur-

the great lofle that I had ſuſtainedin him;or as if, when he threw himnſelfe ing 
the Sea, he had carryed away my trunkes likewiſe with him. God blefſe ye 
from that miſchance (ſaid Ito my ſelfe) as for any other misfortune, 1 douhy 


ro comfort me,nor what they ſhould entertaine me withall todiuert my griefe, 


put on aſceming heavineſſe. And the more they ſought to ring me out of ix, 
the more | feignedto bee init ; at laſt they called to onethat had beene con- 
deinned to the Galleys, who was very ſtudious, anda great lover of Curioſities, 
chat he ſhould come where I was, and bring a certaine booke along with him, 


him, and turning ouer the leaues in a carcleſſe kinde of faſhion, he lighted by 
chance vpon a notable ſtorie which hapned in Sevs/; and returning backe the 
booke to the owner,he will'd him to reade 1t vnto me. He therevpon required 
thcir attention ; which being granted vato him, hee-began to read as foſloyy. | 
eth; recommending it firſt vnto them, as well for its ſtrangeneſle,as its truth, 
There was in Sev-l{ (the famouſeſt Citic in all Spaire, and the Metropolis of 


name was Miger Iacobo. He had two (ons,and one daughterby a noble Gentle. 
woman of that Citie. They being carefully trayned vp in vertue, in good man- 
ners, and in all kinde of learning appertaining tothe liberall Arts: And ſhee 
bred vp to herncedle, wherein for curious workmanſhip, ſhee did excell, (all 
the Gentlewomen inthoſe parts, being meere bunglers vnto her.) And there]. 
was ſome reaſon, why ſhe ſhould be ſo exquilite, and ſingular therein, for that 
from her childhood , ſhee had beene bred vp in a Monaſterie of Nunnes, by | 
reaſon that her mother dyde in child-bed, when ſhe was borne. + | 
Now in reeard that the goods of fortune, are mutable and vncertaine, and 
ſes, and commit their eſtates to the diſpoſition of the winde and the weather, 
there being not halte a foot diffzrence betwixt their making and their mar- 
ring, their inriching or vndoing. It ſo fell out, that his ewo fonnes returning | 
home from the Indes, and bringing along with them good (tore of goldan 
ſilver, whenthey were now come. within ſight of the barre of Sax Lucar, and 


doores of their owne houſe, there ariſes a huge ſtorme on the ſodaine, andthe 
Sea inraged with the boyſterous bluſtrings of the windes, begins to ſwell, and 
looke big vpon them with itsbillowes; inſomuch,that this poore vnfortunate' 
ſhip, ſet vpon by two ſuch fierce and cruell enemies, was miſerably toffed to 
and tro; and'\o violently carricd out of its courſe, that at laſt vnable any longer 


arocke, the terribleneſſe of which blow, did not only open her wombe, and | 
cleaue ir cleane in the midſt, but did ſplit all the ribs of her ina thouſand pee- 


ces; ſothat both men and goods were ali caſt away,and vtterly loſt, andnever 
after either ſcene, or heard of. ou 


When the heavy newes of ſo great aloſſe (whoſe nimbleneſſe lyes onely in 
its wing) came flying to the fathers cares, ſuch a deepe melancholy — 
ſcazed on all his virall parts, that with the griefe thereof, withina few dayes at- 
ter, he alſo dyed. His daughter that remained inthe Covent, having loſt all 
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doned,and left to ſhift fot ber ſelfe,was wonderfully:ſcaſible of this her wofull | 
eſtare(which might likewiſe haue much troubled any man whatſoeuer,though ! 


never ſo wiſe) vvhen ſhe ſaw, that inſo ſhort a time, which avight in a manner 


runne inthe reckoning (as it were ) of one day, ſhehadloſt fo many reall com- 


| forts, and with them , that hope of remedte to allay her miſeties , (for ſhee 


much defired to become a Nunne ) ſhe wept ſo bitterly, and tooke ono pitri- 
fully, that it would haue grieved any mans hearr, to ſee the ſorrowfulllamen- 
ration that ſhe made. Here ceaſed her deſignes, and here began her ſorrowes; 


Here ceaſed her plenty, and here began her want ; Here ceaſed her * yegalos, ; 


and here began her troubles. Which went daily ſo increaſing vpon her , thac 
ſhee knew not in the world what to doe, nor how to be able to maintaine her- 


ſclte in the Nunneric. And albeit all the Nunnes there wiſhe her excecding | {,.. 
well, and bire her great loue and affeRion for the nobleneſle of her condition 


and qualitic, her affabilitie, civilitic, goodneſſe of nature, ſweetneſle of beha- 


 viour, and other commendable parts, condoling very much this her preſent 


neceſſitic, and povertie; aud were very deſirous that thee ſhould continue ſill 
amongſt them, yer could they nor poſſibly bring it to paſſe. For their wills be- 


ing ſ{ubordivate to that of their pe hol , it being in their Prelates, and not | 
| y effect whar they deſired, nor ſhe conti-| 


their owne choice, neither could t 
nuc any longer amongſt them. For very ſhortly after it was notified vito her 


| that ſhe thould either leaue the houle,or if ſhe had a minde to ſtay,forthwithto 


aſſigne her dowry. But ſhee not being able (for vyant of meanes)to comply 
withthe ſecond condition, ſhe was forc'd to entertaine the former. This poore 


| diſtreſſed maid was ſo cunning at her needle, and had ſuch a curious hand in 


all kinde of workes, white or blacke, in ſilke or gold, and in orGering her co- 
lours, to glue true life and perfe&tion to whatfoever thee tooke in hand, that 
the fame thereof was ſpread over all the Citie, | 


To this ſumme, I muſt addethe vertucs of the ſoule, and the beauty of her | 


face, both which werein that height of excellencie, (the parts of her bodie, 


] being anſwerable to thoſe of her minde ) rhat hee that had but once ſeene her, 


would verily hanethought, nay almoſt ſworne, thattwo moſt cunningand ex- 


quiſite Artizans, had inemulation one to the other, ſpent all their ſpirits, and |'* 


imployde the vtmoſt of their skill, in framing ſucha ſingular creature as thee 


| was, being ſucha perfect peece of beauty, and gooeneſſc,that {bee might draw 
| off the beholders eyes from all other objzets (thoughnot vnworhy. the look- 


ing on.) andattradt them to her ſclfe. Yerall rhis put together, being in that 


(if the word doe not exceed) excefle wasnothing, being compared with her | *e" 


retiredneſle of life, her mortification of the fieſh, her faſts,prayers,andpenance. 
She , not vnwitting, that ſhe vvas now thruſt out into the vvide vhorld, that 
ſhee had no more any Nunnerie to ſhelter, but lay opento the yenues of For- 


rune, if ſhe did not the better ſtand vpon her guard, fearing the vvorlds mnr- 


muring, and thoſe occaſions, which might bring ſome ſcandallvponher repu- 
tation, as one that vvas vvondertull render and jealous of her honour, ſhe had 
got her alodging , vvhereſhe had the companie of divers other vertuous and 


religious young maydens;and there without any ſuſpition, or leaſt ſhadow of 
any ill intention, having no other helpe or meancs to ltuc, ſaue the {weat of 


her browes, and the labour of her fingersends, ſhe liu'd therevery frugally, 


keeping her ſelte within her bounds, and giving a good example ofher vertue |* 


to allthe young damoſels of her time. 


The Archbilhop of that Citic, had agreat defire to haue ſome curiohties

paines. She conſidered with her-(clfe, that for ſuch acurious peect of worke 
| asrhis was to be, ſhe maſt make choyce of the beſt, the pureſt, the brigheeſt; | 
and the fineſt gold threed that ſhee could ger for money, whatſoever it coſe, | - 
And becauſe they that knew beſt how to beſtow it 3 knew belt how to by ix, 
ſhg her-ſclfe, taking ſome of her neighbours and triends along with her, wen 
to ſecke out this ware amongſt the Gold-beaters ſhops, who 1n Sevitiboth make 
and ſell theſe kinde of commodities. It was their hap tocome toa young mang 
ſhop that was a handſome fellow,and well behau'd, who had butnewly ſer vp 
for him-ſclfe, and to get him the better cuſtome, ſtroueto haue his ſhop welj 
' furniſht, and indeed, hadberter and more choyce then the reſt of bis neigh. 
bours, that traded inthat kinde. Ofcthis young man, ſhee was willing to buy 
all the gold, that ſhe had occaſion to vſc about this worke (as well becauſe ſhe 
found tt was fit for her turne, as likewiſe to exculc her-ſelte a labour of going 
too oft out of doores) if ſhe had had ſo much money, as would haue donethe 
deed: but havingno more ſtore, then thar little which they had given her to 
begin the worke withall, ſhe told the Maſter of the ſhop, that ſhee would be. | 
ſtow alittle money with him now, bur ſhe would come againe for more,as her | 
worke went on, and her moneys came in.

Dorotes made him preſent payment of as much as ſher 
had, and having made choyce of as much gold, as ihe thought good and need- 
tull for her , ſhe carricd it away with her, leaving with him the name of the 
ſtreet, whither he ſhould either come or ſend for that which was remayning | 
behinde. That done, they preſently went their way , the poote young man | - 
being fo loue-(truken after their departure, and ſo pirtifully wounded vvith 
this amorous arrow, that he was as farte from himſclfe, as from all reſt, being 
toſſed ro and fro with various thoughts, having his braines beaten with many | 
troubleſome and vnquiet imaginations.

But ſhe I know reſted vvell contented, and was glad with all her hceart,that ſhe 
, went thus away withtheſe two thouſand Royals, becauſe ſhe knew they were 
not due ynto her, Well, I paid downe the money on the nayie,and vvee vveyt 
to the Regiſters oftice,and there had the bill daſht: So that the ſute was now at. 
an end.It cuſt me in the whole, a matter of cwo hundred Ducats;& within halfe 
an houreafter all vvas diſpatcht, it was darke night. But I wouldnotſtay a mi- 
nute longer inthat lodging, nor would not ſo much as hauec ſet my foot within 
the doorcs of that wicked houſe, had it not beene to haue away my trunkes, 
and (ach other things as I had there, Which done,l preſently parted thence, 
and vvent to ſeeke out another.

But of two evils, the lcalt is to be choſen, For 
albeit you would out of doubt hauc beene freed inthe end, yet would you not 
_ [have procur'd yourliberty in haſte; for muci) rime muſt hrft haue beene ſpent 
inthe proofes, and then in the replics to thoſe proofes ; vvhereas this way, 
though you were at an vnjuſt charge, yet haue you by this meanes, avoyded 
the priſon, your ſhackles,your V ifits,your, Arturneys. your Proftors, and your 
Regiſters, bringing inthis relation,& returning that relation,thisinformation, 
% , information, all which is but vexation of ſpirit,& prolongation of time, 
trouble, charge, and diſcontent. The bargaine was drinen cheaper this vvay, 
and with a great deale lefſe diſtaſte, 1 vow this vato you, as I am aGentle- 
man, and _ 
with this Vare in my hand, which is now going vpon thethree and twentieth 
yeare, and of allthe caſesthat I hauc ſcene in this kinde, I haue not knowne 
2boue three in three hundred, that hauc beene jultly perſecuted 1n Court: 
For he that feeds vponthatdiſh, ( vnleſſe he haue very 1Itlucke ) tcldome or 
never payes for it. But when ſuch things come in queſtion, the anciſer hath 
commonly the better of the accuſed; the plaintiffe will be ſure to fare well, 
how c're it goe with the defendant; hee hath rhat he lcokesfor,he cares for no 
more;for it 1s inthis,as at Beſt * be truſted, among(t Coſter-mongers. .the firſt 
ſpeaker [capes ſcor-free. And theſe kinde of people willnever giue over this 
rricke, till they haue lighted wpon one vnluckie bird or other, whom they 
may rob both gf his credit, and his money, or getthem ſuch a husband as 
may ſupply their wants, and neceſſities. 1: 1s like vnto fomebotch or kernell, 
which firſt begins in the finger, but afterwards breakes out in the arme-pit: 
And the cauſe of it is, becauſe the delinquent either {odainly flics vpon the ac-+ 
cuſation,or is ſo poore a fellow,that he 15not worth the looking after. _ 

Theſe young queanes, either walke the ſtreers,to ſee if they can meet with 
a good x 6 man, or drop into ſome friends houſe, cr keepe at home at their 
fathers or their motHers houſe: this, or that other 5oung man, enters within 
doores, comes into the kitchin, where he hath opportunity to ſpeake vnto 
her,and ſhe toanſwere him: They are all alone, the doores ſhut, timeenough, 
will they want not, occalion 1s offered, and the bargaine 'driuen.

your mother in your company,why would you let him force you, & take that 
from you which(vnles you ſhould in ſame ſort conſenttherevato)ic were im- 
poſſible for him to get from you? Both of them, then weeping, taid vnto him; | 
That the Conde was too ſtrong for them, and that they were not able to refiſt 
{his violence,and therefore belought hisexcellency, that hee would not ſuffer | 
{her daughter to be thus abuſcd, and both of thema to be left open to ſuch adeale 
' Jofſcorne and reproach:butthat he would be pleaſed ro da them juſtice. 

By thist1me the Conde was come,and had told our vpon a little table of ſuo- 
ry Gate hundred Crownes; which by the Generel were giuento Riccialins, gi- 
uing her this [tems withall, Take them (daughter) and looke well vacothem, 
leſt they chance to be taken from thee. And you( Lexs) hauca care both of her 

and her money. And ſo God be with you, [ have no more to fay vnto you. 
| Whenthey were gone,his Excellency turning himſclie towards the Conde, | 
fayd vnto him, Goe, get youafter them, and (ce you takethe money from 
[them, either by loue or force, by faire mcanes or foule.. And looke that you 
| give me a true account of the paſſage ofthis bufinefle.  * 

The Conde hearing this, moued with rage and diſdaine,leeing how bafely he | 
had beene vſed by theſe infamous women, ( not confidering the condition im- 

ſed vpon him,nor to what end it was done)made haſtily after them; nor did 
he goealone by him-ſelfe,bur made choice of a ſervant of bis (amongſt thoſe 
| many that he had )whom hee tooke along with him. And ſo walking a good 
round pace,he oyartooke them a little on this ſidetheir owne houſe,andcom- 
ming vnto them after that he had ſalured them very kindly, and by little and | 
little bad infinuated him(elfe into them, hee continued diſcourfirng with them, 
till be had brought them home. W hcre,as ſoone as he was come into the houſe, 
|he beganne to demand his money of them. And when he {aw he could nor pre- 
uaile with intreaties,he aſſayed to ger it by force, and wene roundly to worke 
with them. But Riccio/ie,who had put her purſein her boſome,ſtoutly deften- 
ded both ir and her ſelfe, fcratchingrthe (onde with her hands, and biting him 
with her tceth;who with all the ſtrength that he had, could not come ſoimuch | 
asro touch, much leſſc totake the purſe from her. To make goodthisquarrell, 
the mother ran 1n,and tooke part with her daughter, and rhey did ſo helpe and 
ayd oneanother,with their nailes and their teeth, and by their loud out-cryes 
and ſhreckes, that although the houſe were a lone houſe, farre from neighbors, 


and little frequented, yet notwithſtanding many people yponthis grear noyſe | * 
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words,and what with his deedes, being afſiſted by others, hee parted the one | 
from the other. The Conde was {o overcome with choller, that hee laid nbour | 
bim like a mad man, andhadſo loſt near that doubtlefſe hee had doye | 
much miſchiefe ifhe had not beene reſtrained by the company. Hee waſhthig | 
face and his hands, and hauing wiped them with his handkercher, he departed 
thence in company of that Gentleman, threatning thote women, that he would 
- [berevenged onthem: who, no lefſe oftended then.the furious Conde, madeno 
long tarrying,but haſted with all the ſpeed they could tothe Geverall. But the 
Conde had gotthe ſtarr of them, and was there before them, hauing fully ac. 
quainted hisExcellency with all that had paſſed,ſhewing the ſcratches andthe 
bitings which be had receiued from them: who had no ſooncr told his tale, but | 
in come the women, vnſheathing their malicious & ſharp-cdged tongues, grie- 
'| uouſly complaining ofthe Conde, who was there preſent, declaring,how firſt |

Yes indeed Sir,ſaid ſhertor I feare him nut, nor any thing he candoe, I | 
care nota ſtraw for him,for I think my ſelfe every way as ſtrong as he;yet isit | 
not meete, that men ſhould come in this violent manner into poore womens 
houſes, to take from them which is none of theirs. Then ( faid the Generel) 
you did both of you, helpe and defend one another, as well as you could? Yes 
| Sir,faid they, Itis very well(replyed the General!)I like well of it,and I muſt | 
needs fay you haue borne your {clues well in the buſinefſe. But whereis the | 
purſc?I haue1t here in my boſome,ſaid Ricciolina. Ler me (ee it,faid theGeneral. f 
The young wench preſerttly pluckes it out of her boſome. Then ſaid his Excel- | 
lency vnto her;Poure them out(daughter )there vpon the board,and tell them 
anew,to ſee if you haue alhand that the (o»de hath nor taken any of them from | 
| you,She didſo,and found the number juſt. Whercupon, ſhe told his excellency | 
| they were all there, and not ſo much as one Crowne miſſing. Thenthe Ge- 
 nerall( who was a very wile and diſcreete man ) perceiuing the Condes good- 
| neſſe, and theſe other womens wickedneſſe,ſpake and ſaid: Signor Conde, Take 
| you your money againe,you haue fought hardly for it;it is yours, put it vp. 
| Then, turning to this yong queane,looking ſternely vpon heryhce ſaid vnto 
| her; Thou lewd and filthy baggage, if thou hadſt defended thy ſelfe as well as | 
thou didſtthy money,the Conde could not haue forced thee;but it ſeemes thou | 
was very well content that hee ſhould haue his pleaſure of thee, haningcon- 
ſcented to his will, you were not forced (Minion )as both you and your mother 
| haue falfly accuſedthe(, o»de,to whom we juſtly award his rehauing of his 400 
| Crownes. And as for you,get you gone,and let mee heare no more of you, and 
| be glad that you cape ſo, for if you were well ſerucd, agd puniſhed according | 
| to your deſerts, I ſhould ſend you to Bridewell, and haue you well whipr, and-| 
| ring your mother out of Towne, foran old wicked bawd. The Generall hauing 
| pronounced this ſo juſt a ſentence, the buſineſſe was endedto the great con- 
rentment of all that heard it,and to his owne no ſmall commendation. -/ 
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| '| But tocome into our old way againe: No force cf man can prevaile againſt 
Toxching Rapes- | the woman that is vnwilling. ' But ſay ſuch a thing might once in.a thouſand

| choutands packing ro Hell. Letno womanthercfore (if ſhe be wiſe ) depend 
vpon mens promutes, be they neucr ſo faire:forthey promiſe with paſſion, per | 
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rizge, (vnlcſſc be had Formerly given ber his word & faithfull promiſe before 
witnefſes)bur that in this caſe,the fitteſt meanes, wer 8 puniſh | 
cither-moreor lefſe, according tothe quality of thedeltiat, and tharthe cauſe 
might be handled before the Kings Atturney Generall, that there might be no 

bope of pardonleft,to ſuch boyſterous offenders. Aﬀſaring my ſelfe that by this 
meanes, men would hauc more fearezand women more ſhame; and honey ot, 


this refuge being taken fromthem, and having no hope of remedy, or 
left vnto them,they would leaue this lewd coutic of lite, and not beſo haſtte, 
to vndoe both theunſelues, and others. Ifa wench goe to itwitha good vvill, 
why ſhould ſhee vrge, it was againſt her will? Or if perhaps Gee haue nor 
wherewirhall to liue, why ihould ſhee picke a lining our of tuch diy ll, 


waies, for a womanto liue by,then theſe. 


But here pitic hne thinkes)coines in, and pleads thus; alack,poore woman,

promiſes; andtherctore they ought to be much: favoured and pittyed by vs. 
[conteſſe this plea to be true# Butifthey were either taught, or knew before. 
hand themſelnes,rhat this their tacilicy is a fault in them, andthat they onght 
not {o eaſily to be wonne, they would learne the berter to keepe their cabinet 


Women, weake 
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cloſe,and notto depart withſo prerious a jewell, but vpon-very gooG tearmes. 
And this fooliſh confidence of theirs, hath vndone many a woman, andis like 


confidence of theirs,is like vnto faith, without good workes, which hath ſenc 


torme with delayes,and ſeldome or never ſatisfie expectation!. That woman 
therefore,l ſay,thar ſhall truſt any mans faith or promiſe, and ſhall vpon ſuch 
falſe aſſurance,ſurrender vp her Coppic-hoid into his hands, let her blame no 
bodie but her felfe,ifſhe be afterwards coozcned,and deluded by him.

| loſt little of that which I otherwiſe might haue gained, had I preſerued their 
faſhion, and with a great deale lefſe teare of danger to mine owne perſon. My 
ſtocke began to increaſe apace,I knew how toll at deare rates vpon truſt, & 
how othcrwiſeto afford a reaſonable good penny-worth: I could tell hovy t9 
turne and winde my money tothe beſt protit;and I vyanted no credit, becauſe 
[ vvas fluſh of money. | 

There wascloſe adjoyning to my houſe,certaine ground, that was to be ſold 
for the building of houſes vponit. Itheught good robuy aplot rhereof for to 
build vpon,that I might haue an houſe of mine own to put my head in,making 
choyle rather ofa little corner of mine owne purchaſing , then to goe every! 
moneth chopping and changing of our lodging, lugging our bedding on our 
backes, and beingat a .continuall charge in remouing of our houſhold ſuffe. 
Well, I agreed with the owner of the Land, I payd him his full price in good 
Royals, holdingthe ſame for ever,the Lord reicruing only for himſelfe a year- 
ly rent of two Royals. I builta houſe vponit, vyhercin 1 ſpent before I was 
aware(andnow there vvas no turning backe )aboue three thoutand Ducats: It | 
was a neat pile, handſomely cuntriu'd,and of goodreceiprt,and ftood finely for | 
pleaſure and entertainment. There did [ line, vviththat poore trading thar [ 
had, like a Fxcar;and there ſhould I have ended my dayes like a Prince, if my | 
hard fortune, and greeay ill lucke had not croſt me,by the vahappy encounter | 
of a crafty knaue, witha couetous wretch. For my houſe being fo well furniſh, 
my perſonſo well reſpeted,and my reputation ſtanding on ich good termes, 
aSitCid,there was not a foole wanting, who had a moneths minde to make me 
his ſonne in law: Who hada conceir,that I was all good meate, and thatT had | 
not(like the grape ome ſtony kernels 1n me,that yvere tobe taken our, and 
throwne away, as good for nothing. 

This alſois another great folly (andI feare metoo much in vic) that men 
ſhould be ſo ſimple, as ro marry their daughters, to the ſons of vnknowne pa- 
rents.

That which I learned in Bergelona, the firſt time that I was there,& now with- 
in theſe two dayes, {ince my returne from /taly, 18; That to be a Merchant,is a 
dignitic, and an honourable calling ; and no man can haue that title, vnleſſe he 


be firſt preſented vnto the Prior, & the Conſuls; whiere he puts in ſecuritie to 


deale faithfully & truly in the Trading, that he ſhall vndertake. And yet in (a- 
ſtile, where there is luch a Machina of merchandizing,fuch a great Trade dri- 
ven,wherethere is Cotraation for wlatſoever commodiries,the huge ſtore- 


houle of the Vniverſe doth in a manner afford, they take this noble profeſſion 


vpon them, when as they arc ncithzr men of abilitie,nor ableto put in good (e- 
curitie for that which they deale tor; but are only rich in ſhifts andtricks, and 
more cunning indecciving tholc, who giue them credit, then skilled in an ho- 
neſt courle of Trading. Every one now,will take vpon himto rurne Merchant; 
whercasinother parts of the world, hethat enters thereinto, had needofa good 
ſtocke to begin withall,& a greater every day then cther,if he meane to conti. 
nue in that courſe. And it perchance it ſo fall out,that(through want ofa ſtrong 
braine,or a ſtrong purſe,orboth)the'r buſineſſes fall out conrary totheirexpe- 
Ratio, & lucceed othe1 wiſe then their falſe imagination did ſuggeſt vato them, 


making vſc of theſe their counter-writings, they remaine 1n better and richer | 


eſtate,then they did before. I neednot tv inſtance 1n particulars,becaule it 15 ex- 
emplified vato vsby daily experience. Withtheir breaking, they pulla great 
many others after them, eſpecially all thoſe,that haue truſted them with their 
goods;who conſume thar lictle that 15 left them 1n tuing for their owne. And if 
peradventure they be Officers, or Husband-men,the Lord with their lofle,lo- 


ſeth likewiſe his part; wanting thoſe by this meanes, which ſhould follow his 


profit, andreceiue hisrents,and his cuſtome;and the Common-wealththereb 

rob'd of the travell & paines ot theſe laborious & 1aduſtrious day-labqurers, & 
honeſt husband-men ; who being buticd in ſutcs of Law, cannot apply them- 
ſelues to follow rhe plough,& romanurc & dreſſc their land as they were wont 
to do. Lefſe harme it were a great deale, thata few, and thole baggage- people, 
ſhould notbe rich, then that a great many good & honeſt men,ſhould be over. 
throwne,and vndone by them. If it were not for theſe Counter-writings, and 
fraudulent decds,ancn might more ſecurely truſt one another,and there would 
be much betrer dealing in the world: For then a man might haue certaine 
knowledge of his eſtate and meanes, vvhom he truſts, without having other 
owners ſtep farth, and challenge all that he hath to be theirs. And becauſe it 
may be, that ar ſometime or other, there will be order taken for the remedying 
of this fo great a miſchiete, I will onely briefly tell the cffeAs(that 1 may be as 
good as my word) of this harmelull cozenage,if they doe not the ſooner lcaue 


off theſe their damnable fraudulent tricks and devites. For queſtionleſſe, many |

Whena man will not pay what he owes; before the day of payment comes,

eſtate in truſt by ſome fraudulent deed, or counter-writing in that kind. Andit 
afterwards fo falleth out, that before the day of paymem come, the debtor, 
| who made this cautelous proviſion, dyes; whereby the true Creditor cannot 
come torecover hisawne. For the party, whom the debtor truſted with his 
go00ds,doth cover andconcealethis Counter-writingzſothat the Feoffe in truſt 
carrycs away all his goods,andthe divell the deceaſed downe to the pit of hell. 

| Whena man hath a purpole to deceiue with his perſon, to get hima wite 
with a good dowry, the better to cozenboth him-ſelfe and others, he 1uns the 
like courſe. He gets him-ſelfe to be truſted with a great deale'of wealth; and 
anon after that he is marryed, his debts begin ro grow vpon him, and living at 
| | a greater charge then before he 1s not able to pay what be owes. So the owner 
] oftheſe goods recovers his owne,and the new married couple fall into want. 
This his cozening of her, comming at laſt to be knowne, their loue begins to 
coole each towards other, and oftentimes they goe together by the cares, for 
that the wife will not conſent that he ſhall ſell away her dowry, or any way be 
charged with her husbands debts. : 

All which inconveniences, would finde a ſpeedy and eaſfie remedie, if there 
wercanexpreſſc command giuen, that there ſhould be no ſuch kinde of fraudu- 
lent deeds, and Cotinter-writings at all; and ifthere were any,that they ſhould 
bee of no force or validitic in Law, and that any Ad in that kinde ſhould nor | 
ſtand good. And for the preſent, any ſuch deed or deeds, to be publiſhedand 
made knowne within ſuch acertaine time, vpon paine of taking the others 
debt vpon him. Ifthis courſe were taken, mzn mighe then certainly know, 
what a manseſtate were,and whether he were of that ſuffictencictobe truſted, 
and to take vp vponcredit.

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our tciues, whileſt the poore manſ{lipt downe the hill, without being able to re- 
cover himſclfe, or to ſtay the force of his ſodaine falling. V ſing this precaution, 
| we plaid vpon ure cards, and without this proviſion made betore-hand, we el- 
| dome prevailed in our buſineſſes. Whether this kind of dealing were lawfull or 
| no,1 know vvhat Iknow;but vveranne the {ame courle vve ſaw others runbe- 
| fore vs, we did no morethen v vhat others did;our con(ciences vvere ſeared, fo ; 
\ that we hadno great ſenſe or feeling of it. } well wor,that all the while I conei- 
| nued this wicked courſe of life, I did neuer truly confeſſe my linnes,and if I did 
| come to Confeſſion, I did not doe it as I ought to haue done, and performed 
that duty for no other cauſe inthe world, but to ſatistic the Pariſh, and to avoid 
Excommunication. , 

Wilt thou ſee whether it be ſo or no? Conſider whether I ever promiſt to 
make reſtitution, whenlocuer1t ſhould be in my power trodoc it?Or whether 1 
had {ikewiſc a purpole roamend my lewg and wicked life, when at that time 
there were fifreene, twenty,or more bonds a foot of the like nature;zandyet did 
[ neuer goe my ſelfe , nor vic any diligence by others , to acquaint thoſe that 
werethus bound, that ſuch and ſuch a bond vyas vnlawfull,and that I had gra- 
ted vpon them witha griping and biting V ſury ;and that forto cleare my con- 
ſcience, and that I might worthily recctue the blefſed Sacrament of the Com- 
munion, | would abate them of the oucr-plus, and make good all that which 1] 
had wrongfully and vnlawtully taken from them ? And how'that I would re- 
ſtorc vatothem beſides, all that which I had, for that it was all ſtolne,and had | 
nothing that I could juſtly and truly ſay was mine owne.

' when they came to pay me, I hadnorclenting in me,nor did not returne them | 
any thing backe againe, what an intention muſt this be? Certainly as bad as bad | 
may be.

throughout: So much more pittic 15 thereto be taken of the rich,and ſce how | 
much the richer hee is, and the more vvecalth he hath about him, and all choſe 
good things which his heart deſireth, yet for all this are wenotto account him 
4 rich and wealthy man, but rather wretched and vAfortunate: For belides the 
priſon, vyvheren he liues (miicrable as he 1s) hee findes humlclfe attended and

it {0 happen, that thou fall at any time into their hands, there 1s no getting out

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aid, It riches incrcalc, tet not thy heart vpon'them. True it is, that they are as 
| hurttull tor the foule , as dangervus tor th: body. And therefore our Saviour 
| Chriſt, much pittying and lamenting thoſe who poſſeſſing them, did heartily} 
| loue them;taid: Woe vnto you that are rich, for yee haue already received your 
comfort, AndS. [James likewiſe with a great deale of griefeand ſorrow, dott. 
| bewaile and lament theſe kind of men, ſaying; Goe to now yee rich men, weep 
and howle for the miſcriesthat ſhall come vpon you: your richesare corrupted, 
and your garments moath-eaten: your gold and (ilver 1s cankred, and the ruit{ 
ot thein ſhall be a witneflc againſt you; and ſhallcate your fleſh, as it were fire: 
you haue heaped treature together for the laſt dayes. Behold, the hyre of the 
Labourers, which haue reaped downe your fields, which is of you kept backe 
by fraud, cryeth : Andthe cryes of them which haue reaped , are entred into 
thecares ot the Lord of Sabaoth. Ye haue livedin pleaturc onthe earth, and 
| beene wanton; yee haue nouriſhed your hearts,as in a day of flaughter. Ye haue 
\ condemned and killed the juſt, and he dothnot reſiſt you. Bemourne therefore 
the mileries wherein you are, for your riches ſhall end in anguiſh and vexation | 
of{piric,& all your comforts thallforiake you: you ſhall ſleepe your fleepe,and 
when you awake tinde you hands empty. _ 

David (aith, Rich inenturne fooles through their too much wealth: they be- 
come atnbitious and vainc, they giue themſelues ouer toathouſand vices; they 
lutfcr a thoutand ſharpe jourreyes,audas many troubleſome toylings,fortogert 
riches; which whenthey hauc got; they hauc a daily tit of teare and trembling, 
leſt they may chanceto loofle then. The imagination of their loſſe cauleth cx- 
 treame forrow 1nthem:therr brainesare ſ{ti]] working,andtheir vnderſtanding 
never taketh any reſt. For,(a5our Saviour ſaid) Wherea mans treaſure is,there 
alſois his heart. O wretched man, thou doſt not any thing inthis world,that is

rich, fall intoa thouſand temptations, and into as many ſnares, which the De- 

vill hath laid to intrap them. For the root of all evill, is covetuoulnefle, This 
cauſcth vsto commit ſacrileges, thctts, murders, rapines; it is the author of | 
{ymony, the cauſer of vſuring contraRts, of vngodly gaine, and ofa thouſand 
| deceits, and frauds, of breakings, both 1n our deeds, andin our words, of per- 
juries, and perverting of juſtice. O, what an vnquenchable fire, is the deſire 
of riches; Ohow inſatiable 1s this our laſt, but ruuch more 1nfatiable our will. |. 
Tell me (h&that can) who did cucr yet ſeethe rich man fatished? who, heare 
him fay, That hee had now enough ? For, whenhee hath got what he delired,

your hungry Curres, who vvhen youthrow them one mortell, ſtand gaping 
tor another.

[ling out for the moſt part, that vvhere there 1s abundance of riches, there is 
AvOUndance of plealures,and ſenfuall delights, and ot evill company, which are 
oftenattoccalion of infinite tntamics,and wicked ations, with great oftence to 
\the Majeſtic of God. The rich thinke that God hath no power over them; but 
|chey are much deceived; who with openeyes ſee themlelues carried headion 
{1nro hell. And this misfortune befals them, bccante the feare of God is not 
(before their eyes; and for that they loue not their neighbour as they ought:

And he farther add:d,that the 1 ich man 
had written over his head; Theſe two I keepe : The Clownes word vvas ; 1 
maintaine theſe three: The Merchants motto; I rob theſe foure : The Coun. 
(cllors poſie; I pull theſe tiue: The Confeſlors; I abſoluc thetic (ix: The Phylſ1- 
tians; Ikill thelefaven: Andthe Devill had a labcil comming out of his 
mouth, which fad; I carry away all thcſe cight with me to Hell. 
All theſe and many other thelike miſchictes doe riches begert, whoſe poſlel- 
ſor purchaſeth no other fame,ſaue only; Lo, there goesa rich wan: their riches 
being their totall and cternall diſtruction. But your trueriches indeed,are the 
vertues ofthe minde ; which like invincible forts, defend thote that poſſeſſe 
them. Againſttheſc, neither all the men 16: the worid, nor all the devils in hell 
can prevaile: They may wage warrc againſt them, but they ſhall never over- 


throw then. Othou, that doeſt either rcacde or heare me,make vertue the end | 


and center of all thy deſires, andthere ſticke inthenayle,that it may ſticke cloſe 
vnto thee. And here will ſtop my pen, that [ may not runne my ſclfe out of 
breath in the praying of that, which is {0 well able to recommend it (clte.

and ſuch as arecontrary to his liking. I yvasrich, vvhen Ivvas not marrycd; | 
married, I became poorc. The dayes of my Nuptials were joyfull tomy friends; 
but thoſe enſuing daycs of my marriage, tad & mournefull for me. They vvere 
jocund and merry, and vvent vvell contented home to their houſes; bur I re- 
mayncd to endure martyrdome in minc owne dwelling; & for no other cauſe, 
but becauſe my wife would haue it fo, and for that ſhe was too proud,and pre- 
ſumptuous.

with another mans wealtn; why ſhould this prolling Ofticer inrich himſclfc 
out of my monies. For that this, vvihuch glues rhis valew, and inhances the 
price of the ground, is mine owne peculiar purie, and thulc moneys I layd 
out my {clfe, 15a clcare cate, and cannot be denyed .

The ſtranger made me a thouſand duckes and congies, ſaluting me,where- 
ſoever he met me,with a great deale of reſpe;and on the contrary I lookt on 
the Broaker with a ſcornefull and diſdainefull cye ſhowing as d 'I CON» 
tenance towards him, as I could poſſibly put on. Andby how much the more 
the one did ſeeke to draw me after him; ſo much the more I ſtroue to ſhake 


off the other. | _ 
Till at laſt, grovving vveary ofhim, I came and told him that if] had 

now takena houſe of mine owne , and had left that vyþich hee vyiſhe mee 

might be ſole Maſter of mine owne 
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and banquets, like ſo many arrowes,came thicke one vpon another,in hope at | that be ſeemeth 
I began now to looke bigge o fp the matter, and to | 
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| elteeme of every flight favour that ſhee atforded him, that he would require 
| her kindeneſſes with their waight in gold. — 

| Weentredintoagreat league of triendihip;he invited me to his houſe,and| 
| Vyhen I had taken my leaue of him, hee vvould ſend homeatrer me many ,and 


| know theend vvhy he does it. But I vvas vvell enough contented therewith- 
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and that alſo very ſeldome, ſome once(as wee ſay ) ina thouſand yeares, when} 
he coulddo it handſomely,and my wife vvas beſt at leaſure,neither my (<lte, 
nor any body ele, being then at home. 

Now our ſtranger being open-handed and liberall as hee was, I was for- 
|cedto carry my felte fairely towards him,for he was well able to go through 
'thicke and thinne, and it hee held on that round pace that he beganne, there 
| was great hope that he would quickly bring vs outof the mire,and that vvee| 
' ſhould happely arriue t0 our intended journey ,andfoit fell oat, For my witke, 

' ſhowing him but a good looke,when they two were alone, hee did fo bghly 


thoſe very good,diſhes of meat, which ferved very vvell to furniſh our owne 
| table, taking ſecret order with thoſc his ſervants, that carried themthither, 
| that they ſhould not bring them backe againe, but lcaue themrhere, though 
they vvereall of ſilver. - 
| I vvasnotoffended at this,butir did ſomewhat trouble me, thar hee ſhould] 
aoe it ſoopenly;tor there 1s no man ſo blockiſh,that doth not perceiue, when 
ſuch things astheſeare done, it 1s not # hums de pajas, for Moone-ſhine inthe} 
| water,nor fur a mans good lookes. 

It isa braue thing, when arich Gallant ſhall catertaine my wite with great 
preſents, and vvhatſoever clſe that may gue her content, and that may nor} 


all,and all other Witals do the like. Hee fayesnot true, vvho layes itgrieves 
him, for if it did grieue him; hee vvould never or vvay vnto ir. If 1 vverc| 
glad thereof,and gaue my conſent that my wife ſhould kindly intertaine him; 
[fI ſuffered her to goe abroad,and was well pleaſed when ſhe return'd,to te<| 
her come home laden with jewels,or witha new gowne; or with ſome deli- 
cate [weete-meates,brought from the banquet that was made for her; and if 
my ſhame vvas ſolittle, thar I could fall heartily vnto them, and cate my 
part of them, and could difſemble all this,and much more ; they likewiſe doe 
the like;neither will they,nor can they clap the hornes on my head, and think 
to goe vvithout themrhemſclaes. For I mult aſſure them, that I vnderſtand 
them,and they vnderſtand mee. | 

Bur this was the milchiefe of it, that when they faw mc vvalke the ſtreets 
{o vvellclad, witha jewell in my hat, anda hat-band ſutable vnto 1t, garniſh- | 
cd vvith ſtones of good value; they vvould fay as I paſt by them;an4 that ſo 
loud, that I might very vvell heareit; Wharrich ſtones hath Guzman in his 
hat? O vvhart a glorious ſhow they make; bur do you marke how that ſame 
Coraix doth out ſhine all the reſt? And perhaps ſome of theſe which laidthis 
of me did envie my good fortune, and others like your Goates did not ſee| 
their owne hornes,though all the vvorld beſides did fee them. 

This ſtranger of ours, did purchale our libertie, and hee had ſuch ſtore of 
vvcalth, that now my houſe was for no body clte, but him, Bur I hadalwayes| 
a care to keepe a decorum, entertaining his triend{hip, and maintaining imine 
owne credit. The goods in my houſe, did like froath, gather dayly more and| 
more increaſe.l had both vvinter and ſummer hangings, peeces of Arras, 
vvyrought in Braxells,others of branched Damaske interwoven vvith tinſell,

beds ot Damaske, Canopies, & Quilts of the ſame, Turkie carpets to tread vp- 
on,pillow-cuſhions for my wifes eftrado,when ſhe was pleatcdto lit in State; 
& many other m»oveables, that might vvell beſceme ſome great Lord. The 
cable that I kept;and the houſe that I maintainde,did not (1 afſure you) ſtand 
mee inleſſe then tvyvothouſand Crovynes ayeare . And vvhenI vvas diſpo- 
ſed to make my good Maſter almoſt ready to ruane madde, (vvhich [ vvas 
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ſometimes wont to dae, eſpecially vpon feſtivall dayes) I vvould; as ſoone.as;} 
vve had din'de, command the Gitterne to bee brought. in , and laid v ponthe| 
boord, and then looking cheetefully vpon my Wife, I would fay.vato her ; 1 
prethee (good Grace) if thou beelt a good Wench, doe vs the kindnefſeto be- | 
ſtow a Song vpon vs,itis a Holyday today,& therefore | prethee donor ſick|| - 
with vs:bur let vs haue it quickly,and-with a good-will. For otherwiſe, it was | 
2 wonderto ſee her take her liftrument in her hand, And ſtill in my preſence; | 
when-ſocver I caus'd her to ſing, (howbeit {he knew,that I knew all, and that / 
nothing vvas hidden from me) ſhe vvouldcarry her ſelfe very ſoberly and de- | 
cently, keeping alwaycs a ſettled and compoſed countenance,and wasas Ccare- 
full (as 1t bet life had layne vpon it) that I might not percelue any thing to 
come from her,either in her lookes, or her geſture;that might glue mcany the 
leaſt caule to interpret it as an affront, or ſhould otherwiſe totce mee to make 
demonſtration, that I tooke any diſlike at it. Each of vs did vnderſtand our 
ſclues; and both one another; though vve weuld not {eeme to vnderſtandany 
thing, or make any ſhow thereof to the vvorld. With this Shaging-Horne 
ſomrimes wedrew on our good Maſter,which coſt him many a faire Crowne. 
I liu'd like a young Prince ; Silver dithes did runne vpon vvhecles round 
about my houſe; onetumblcd heere, audanother there. My Coffers could nor 
containe thoſe rich imbroyderics, andthe reſt of my wardrobe; ſome of ſun- 
| dry ſorts of Cloth of Gold,and others of Silkes, that were full of variety: my 
| Cabinets were cramm'd full of lewels, pretious Stones , and other curioſi- 
ties; Incuer waned money to game, I did triumph in plenty, and had good | 
Cards in my hand tv trumpe about; - And for this cauſe, our friends did injoy | 
theirliberty ; for perceiving, that it was not fit for mee to enter into mine 
owne houſe, (which I knew, as oft as ] found the doore ſhut) I paſt by it, and| 
went abroada walking , vntill a more convenient tune did offer it ſelke, and 
ſeeing, when I rerurned home, that the doore was open, It was a ligne vnto | - 
me that the coaſt was cleare,and that they had paltthe time away in good con- 
verſation: wherevpan1 boldly went in, and i:tting downe, weall fell a talking 
of ſome one thing or other, as occalion offered. 
Thou ſceſt all this my happineſſe; the faircneſle of the weather; the freſh- 
mefſe of the winde ; thou feett how favourable Fortune was vnto mee; how 
ſhe imil'd, and laught vpon me; how franke, andliberall ſhe was towards me. | | 
| Butit ſucceeded inthe end uo lefle vnhappily with mee, then all things elſe 
which I vnder-went by evill meanes. Nor doelI thinke, thatany man can [ 
eſcape ſuch flawesastheſc, whoſoever hee ſhall be, that ſhall ayle ig the ſame |

| | © Vponthe fame of this ſo rare a piece of beauty, and the large licence that I |, coautiys | 
| had given her, ſome Princes, and Gentlemen belongingto the Court, aſlumed | our: Gurmans | 
the more liberty tothemſclues, who had ſmelt out what a hungry and ſavous | wife. 
ry ſent this raſher on the coales had with-itz they walke their Stations before 
my houſe, meſſages areſent to and fro; howbeit I am verily per{waded, that 
there was never any friendſhip ſtrooken withthem, nor any juſt cauſe given, 
whereat ouryong Maſter might deſcruedly take offence. Yetnotwithſtanding, 
ſecinghimſelfe = ma Fra andas it were out-braw'd by others,that were | 
mighticr and more powertullthen himſelfe in wealth, = and gallanery; 
he grew ſo excecding jealous there-vpon, that hee was ready to runne our of | 
his wits ,/and had almoſt vercrly loſt his Judgement. Here went about at the | 
firſt ro ſtrainc himſelfe to ſtand in competition againſt them all , exerciling | 
to thisend, extraordinarte liberalitie. towards vs; preſenting vs with gifts 
of great price ; amounting to thouſands of Ducars ; but when he aw, that 
hee could not conteſt 'vvith them ,-hor bee ablc to reſiſt fo great force and 
poweras theirs was, vn-conſtrained, without cauſe, or. any other jult ex-

' weake conſideration, hee by little and litrie fell off, and began to rotire bim- 
ſelfe, frighred thus from vs _ witha vaine ſhadow. 


foole this was , that in his heatfull humour, ſet on fire with filthy Luſt, hee 


at him, asalſo at the pooreneſle of his wit and judgement. For it one of the 
Maids of my houſe had come vnto him, craving ſomething of him that vvag 
of good worth, hee would very willingly and freely beſtow it vpon them; 
bur if by chance a poore man ſhould come vnto him , and begge bur halte a 
| Royall of him for Gods ſake, hee would nor ſticke to deny it him. All of vg 
| received the reward vve deſerved, vve were paid in our owne coyne: The 


Maſter whom we ſcrved, for to inrich vs, bad made hunſeclfe poore; and we, 


| through our ill government, could not continue rich ; ſo thar like ruinousg 


| buildings, wee fell altogether to the ground. Our firſt man had left the field 


| and was fled, and now thole other Gallants come on amaine : for the.grea- 


ter thoſe perſons are, who are privy to their greatneſſe, andrruly vnderſtand 


| their owne ſtrength and vvorth ; ſo much the more free they are in that 


; which they pretend, and thinke thatall other men muſt gine way to them. 

I could haue told them , or demanded of them; Sir , vvhar ſ{crvice doe J 
owe you? What haue you throwne vpon mee, vvhereby to binde me vnto 
you? What good did you ever doc me? Why then ſhould you expe, that 
I ſhould wait vpon you with my workes, words, and thoughts? And which 
is worſt of all; beſides that they are bad Pay-maſters, they vle vs harſhly, and 
beare themſclues ſo proudly, as if we were in debt to them, and hadan exe- 
cution to enter by force vpon my houſe, my wife, and all that I had. So law- 
 leſſe vvas this their liberty, ſo vncivill their proceeding, that vvithina few 
dayes after we fell into the hands of the Juſtice. 
| A grauc Miniſter of the State came to know vvhat had paſt amongſt vs; 
You may haply haue heard, how the Lyon once vpona time, having ad- 
| mitted all the other beaſts into his Company , and having ina generall hun- 
ting kiled a Hart, when they came to the diſtribution and ſharing of it, he 
out of his abſolute authoritie, and Princely prerogatiue, adjudg'd it whol-

luſt ſo did this Miniſter deale with me. And that hee might haue ſome-

otherwite vndoe a Countrie: As did acertaine Tudge, who having deflowred 
about ſome thirtic Maidens, and amongſt thoſe, the daugnter or a poore wo- 
man, vvho when ſhee ſaw what wrong he had done ang, 553 vvent vnto him, 
and beſought him, that ſince he had done, or vndone her daughter, that hee 
| vyould bee pleaſed to returne her home vnto her, tothe end that her d.(- 

honour mightnot be divulged. 
W herevpon, hce taking a Royall of (4) cight out of his Purſe, ſaid vnto 
her : Good woman, Iknow nothing concerning your daughter ; Lo, here 
be eight Royals for you, take you theſe, and get you ſome Maſſes to be ſaid to 
S. eAntonio of Padwa, that he may doe you the favour to recover her loſt mai- 
den-head. A very good amends. I doe not know to whomrhis may ſeeme to 
| bee well done. Doe thou tell mee if thou canſt. Iam almoſt at my wits end, 
1 ro thinke on the ſmall puniſhment, that is inflicted vpon ſuch great faults. 
| He commanded me to get me home to my houle, proffering (out of his

houtes, and that this would be a ſufficient recompence for vs; out of vvhich 
reſpeR, he was not only willing to be exempted from all 'other taxes and tri- 


the Sunne, nor torecciue any Viſits, but only his. He ſought tobe ſo abſolute 
a Iudge over any thing that was mine, and ſo did wring and pinch vs, that 1 


co goe ſelling ſome of our houſhold-ſtuffe, for to put bread in our mouthes. . 
| My wife (who was now become his Hoſteſſe) could not linc'by theſe reck- 


and my familic were ready to ſtarue for hunger, ſo that we weredriven dayly |

| as well of this, as other things that had paſt; and how farre forth this his 
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nings, it was no good account for her, toindure ſo much fubjeRtion; and tobe 
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tyed to ſo ſhort proviſion. Shee firſt began to ſhow ſome diſlike of this his 
imperious , yer baſe dealing ; andalſo many times of purpoſe refuſed to ſee 
bim ; hiding her ſelfc out ot the vvay,, vſirg the helpe of a great. friend of 
hers , who Kill made her excuſc, when {hee wasdiſpoſed that hee ſhould not 
come ather : For ſhe thought ſhe ſhould haue made her ſelfe by this market; 


Burt vvhen this new Maſter of mine perceived the evill correſpondence 
which ſhe held with him, thinking with him-ſclfe, that my. preſence vvould 
quickly remedy allthis, and bring the bowlc to its old buas, he preſently gaue 
order, that there ſhould bee no more Prorogations granted vnto me, and that 
I ſhould bee commanded to gine an accour of that which 1 had done, They 
pat me toit, and[did it; more willingly reſigning-vp my Office, "theft T 
rooke it vpon me;tor | found my ſtate thereby much inpawned, and my houſe 
much walted and conſumed. -He thoughtthat my preſenceſhould haue beene 
the only remedic to giue him content, and that hee might the better injoy all 
things to his owne liking; bur it fell our farre otherwiſe, for by my preſence, 
his expence increaſed, and wee had the better meanes to makeit riſe. Hee 
vvas much troubled here-with , and knew not in the vvorld how to mend 
himſelfe ; and conceiving with himſelfe, that nothing would worke vs bet- 
terto his will then rigour, then'to put vs to our ſhifts, that wee might come 
Cap in hand, crouching vuto him}, and that with our armes acroſle, and 
reares in our eyes, we ſhould come andcry him mercy, andintreat hisfavour; 
he treated with his Colleagues and fellow Officers, to baniſh vs the Court; 
and fo accordingly it was notified vnto vs. I began to caſt vp myrecknings, 
and made this account with my ſelte ; This Lord Iudge takes himſelfe to bee 
ſuch agreat man, that hee thivkes, hee does me a great favour, inputting mee 
to maintaine his Houſe, and procure his pleaiure, ſelling him thar far a ſong, 
which I haue bought with ſo many atfronts, and ſcraped together with ſuch a 
deale of toyle. / :

He, who to the poore leaſt little Wormes, and all your ſmall fleſhleſſe 
and bloudleſſe Vermine(as your Ants, Flyes, Caterpillers, andthe like hurt- 
full creeping things, that crawle vpon the earth) 1s not wanting, but careth 
for them;ſhall much more be mindefull of you,and ſupply you with all thoſe 
chings, that he ſhall ſee you ſtand inneed of:not onely trecing you from theſe 
your preſent miſeries, but farther increaſing your j OyCs, and his bleſſings 
vpon you. This ation of yours, 1s a ſupernaturall and divine worke,which 
ſtrikes admiration into men, and ſtirres vp thoſe Angelicall (ptrits of heaven, 
toſing forth a thouſand Hymnes of prailcand thankes-giving , that ſuch a 
noble creature was borne for the glory of God, and the good of the world. 
This is his gift, and none but his, acknowledge it, and magnthe his praiſe by 
ſpeaking good of his holy Name, and perſevering in vertue. 

I ſhall doe as you would haue mee, and tee you rcturne againe vnto mee 
ſome day inthenext weeke; for 1 hope in God, 1 ſhallbeable to doe you 
much good,and procure ſome favour to be ſhewne vnto you.

> £&@\y| troubles and afflictions, as in the ſmooth waters of hap- 
WES pincſſc and profperitic, that ſome eaſe in the miſeryes, 

Sl doth lighten the loade, anddoth in ſome ſort helpeto 

make them ſeceme more facill in their ſufferance ; but the 
AA 2reater burthen lights vpon thoſe that haue liu'd well and 
| === happily; thcre isno gricfc to this ; comfort hardly takes 
hold on them : Fortune cannot doe a man more harme, then when ſhe hath 
inveſted him with a habit of Happineſſe, to diſ-robe him thereof, andthat 
diſgracefully : for this vn-expeRed privation makes 1t the more inſup- 

rtable. | 
"This Cuſtome is that vncontrouled Lord, that preſcribes, and proſcribes 
Lawes at his pleaſure; infirming ſome, and confirming others ; ratifying 
this, anddiſ-annulling that. He (like a powerfull Prince ) prohibits heere, 
and eſtabliſheth there; and conſequently, to that (ide, where-vnto he leanes, 
hee carries all after him , as well 1n the perſuir of Vice, as in the praice of 
Vertue. Sothat, if he apply himſelfe to goodneſle, he cafily runneth the dan- 


oer of loſing it; and adhering to that which is evill, it will hardly afterwards | 


be rooted out. There is no force that can ſubdue 1t; but hath power and com- 
mand over al! humane ations. - | 

Some haue called Cnſtome a ſecond Nature; but experience teacheth vs, 
that its power is greater then that of Nature ; For Cuſtome will overthrow 
Nature with her little finger. She is no body in her hands: if ſhe afte ſowre 
and bitter things, with ſuch artifice doth ce conſerue and ſweeten them;

Winter , ſuffering terrible Stormes, continuall Raines, bitter Windes, and 
piercing Ayres? Andin the Summer, a parching, and ſcorching Sunae, which 
doth as it were roſt, and ſindge the Trees, burne Stones, and melt Metals? 
And its force being ſo great, that it tameth the fierceſt and wildeſt beaſts, and 
thoſe that are molt venemous, bridling their fury , andallaying their poy- 
ſon, Time at laſt overcommeth Cuſtome; it is he, and none but he, that works 


| vpon it, and to him onely it is ſubjeR. 


| For comparing Cuſtome with Time, her long and ſtrong preſcriptions are 
but as Spiders webs, made to catchan Elephant : For, if Cuſtome be power- 


| full, Time is prudent and wiſe. Andas wit goes beyond Strength ; {o Time 


fubdueth Cuſtome. After night , comes day; after light , darkenefſe: They 
tread one vpon the hecles of another ; and the ſhadow that followes after 
the body, and growing greater and greater , conteſts with him for {uperio- 
ritie. The Fire wageth warre with the Ayre ; the Earth, with the Water, 
and all the Elements goe together by the cares, and areat a per Eli 
mitic one with another.

Hee, without ſpeaking ſo much as a word thereof vnto mee, vvhen as I vvas 
going one evening to caſt vp my reckoning,and to deviſe with my ſelfe,how 
| might make clcane worke of all that my Miſtris had, not thinking ( Ged 
wot )onany ſuchthing,being devoyd of all care, and free from the lealt ſuſpi- 
tion of any ſach matter, the weather being hot, and my ſelfe very drowzic,l 
tell faſt aſlcepe. | 
| Now,whileſt I wasthus taking my reſt, and thinking nobody any harme, parmgmne l 
aneAlguazil comes in ſuddainely vpon mee, takes hold on mee,and withour | _ cot 
telling me why,or vvherefore;(for that (ſaid he ) I ſhould know hereafter 
better leiſure ) hee carried mee away to priſon . The bulinefle was t 
| carried, thatneither our houſe, nor the ſtrecte, ſhould beina burry andtu- 
mule, by any ſtirre or coyle that I ſhoald make, when 1 ſhould come to know 
by vvhoſe order I was apprehended , and committed. I went _—_— {ad | 
and heavy, and knew not in the world what to thinke of it; one while devi- | 
ſing with my (cite, whether this my Commitment were by vertue of ſome 
Requiſitoria, or commiſſion come out of [taly? Whether it were at the ſuite 
of my Creditors i1 Caſtile? Or for ſome of my new thefts, thatI had ſo 
lately committed in that Citie, which perhaps for want of good carriage, | 
were now cometo light? Andalbeit every one of theſe had weight inough 
to prefſe downe my heatr, and to make it finke vnder fo many, - and ſuch 
beavy burthens;yet did it gricuc mee more then all the reſt that I ſhould now 
[lyeno more atracke and manger, as I was wontto doc ; and that together | 
vvith my goodname, I ſhould likewiſ(c lole my credit and eſtimation, and 
that men vvould not truſt mee,as they had done heretofore. But vyhat reme- 
[dic but patience ? But ſccing itvvasno better , God be thagkedir vvasno | 
vvorſe , For this mis-fortune befell mee juſt at ſuch a time vyhen as my 
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Crowne vvas ſhaucn and had not any thing vvorth the | Os in bes to 


_ |be foundeither about meegor at home in _y lodging: or in 
| Mather vyas a ſingle vyoman, andlin'd alone by her f(clfe ; by aliatle anda 


lictle,I.carricd all that I had ſcrap't rogerher,to her, and ſhee kepe ie for mee. 
Aﬀterwardsthey broke open my Cheſt, but found nothing inie; baea Ball of 
|the laſt yeareaud a fevy of old ragges: Where-vpon,they came topriſon to. 

rake an account once; giving them ſv bad a one , as might yyell be preſu- 
med from ſucha one as vvas, vvho vvould alvvayes receine, bur never pay. 
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| Ididnor giue themſucha Bead-roll, as they doe, that pray vpon their 
| Beades. They laid great ſummes to my charge,but could meere with nothing 
bur Blankes. They made ſtrit inquiſitiogto finde them out; They looked | 
bere,and they looked there, but they could not light vponany thing, for I had 

not ſo much as one farthing of it in my cuſtodie. When they ſaw that, they 

got them to the Fricr, and gaue him alarge account of the caſe how it ſtood 

vvith them. | 

Hee(like a wiſe man)did neither condemne, nor abſolue me, till he ſhould 

heare, what I could (ay for my elfe, that hee m:ght the better judge thereot, 

vvhen hee had heard both parties. Hee came to the prion to viſit mee, and 
talking with mee about this buſineſſe, 1 deny'de all, and ſtood ſtitfely to it; |. 
affirming,that they had ſuborn'd falſe witneſſes againſt mee; and that I vvas 
as innocent as the child that was new borne ; and that no man knew lefſe 
thereof thenIdid. And therefore my hope was in God, and that hee vvould 
helpe mee;and that, as hee had freed oſeph and S»ſanna;lo would hee defend 
[the juſtneſſe of my cauſe, and would not ſufter the vprightneſfe of my dea- 
ling to periſh: Acknowledging vvithall, that this, and much more chaſtiſe- 
ment my ſinnes had deſerued, tor many other my tor:mer offences, which I 
had committed againſt his divine Majeſty. 

The good religious man knew not what to doe, nor tovyhich of vs hee 
ſhould giue moſt credit. Hee was much perplexed within himſclfe,and ſtood 
| doubtfull ro which (ide hee ſhould leane. Bur for the preſent,hec inclined to 
that part that was falling,ſcekingto ſupport the weakeſt. Hee gaue mee com- 
fortable vvords, promiſing his beſt care and paines in my detence, recom- 
mending my bafineſſes vnto God, who would (when hee law fic) free mee 
our of my troubles, and afford mee his helping hand. Hee tooke his leaue of 
me; fromthence hee went to the Eſcrimanes oftice, for to abonay, and make 
| good my Cauſe,defiring him for charities-ſake,that hee would haue an eſpe- 
ciall care of it,and looke vvell into it,telling him that hee vvas verily perſwa- 
ded,that I vvas a religious honeſt manzone that feared God, and vvas a Saint | 
vpon earth. | 

Bur vvhen the Eſcrevano heard him laſh out ſo farre into my commenda- 
| tion, laughing heartily thereat, hee pull'd forth ſome Proceſſes, that had beene 
put in againſt mee, and making a relation vnto him of the particular points 
therein contained, layingthere before him , vvhat alewd kinde of fellow 1 
was; the thefts that I had committed ; andthe coozening trickes that [ had 
vſed; the poore Frier vvas aſhamed of himſclfe. Therevpon this good ho- | 
ly Father, vvithall the ſinceritic and ſimplicitie in the vvorld, vpand told | 
him, vvhat had paſt betweene him and mee, and by vvhat meanes hee came to | 
the firſt knowledge of mee, and how and for vvhatcauſe, hee gaue mee fo 
muchtruſt and credit; notthinking (good man ) thereby , to doe mee any 
|harme;but didonely tell him this,that hee might be the better perſwaded of 
mee,and that he himſelfc had ſome reaſon to ſpeake for mee, and to doe mee 
all the lawfull favour hecould, 

When the Z/crinano had heard this Tale, hee grew heart-angry, and his 
ſoule vvas vexedat this my villany,to ſee that I had no more grace vvith me,

beene the ſame man he ſhould haue beene, it had gone better both vvith him 
and mee, then now it did. But (as you ſhall ſee hereafter )heplayd the Traytor 
vvith mce. | 

Hee was anotable ſqueeze-grape, a huge quafter, his glaſſe ſhould be alway 
brim-full, and he would vp with it deprofund:;; his vſuall draught wasa large 
| pinte and a halfe : and hauing drunke liberally beforc hee came to the racke, 
thinking that would haue made him lefle ſenſible of his painc, he confeſt at the 
firſt, whatſoever they-would haue him. Seeing I had now receiu'd iny Coome, 
and that there vvas not any remedy, nor the leaſt hope thereof, for my redem- 
ption, 1 was willing to tric my fortune; but I never had her yet to friend: So 
that it had becne a miracle, if ſhee had notfayPd me now.

What with the helpe that I had from hcr,and what with thoſe my fees, that1 
recoucred(as due vnto me) from thoie new Priſoncrs that came 1nJI led a fine 
gentle life, as allo the life of a Gentile ; for ſuch 1s the quality of fuch as I am, 
when they are adinitted into ſucha fainous Schoole as that is, where ſuch a 
dcale of Roguery is protelt. 

I had now gortſomc oyleto my Lampe, {ome money in my purſe, partly 
our of other mens deyotions, and partly out of mince owne indeuours ; I did 
lend vpon pawnes, of eucry ſingie Royal I made dayly a (4) Quarte profit; I 
did filch from thoſe that were freſh-mcn, and newly come in _ vs; not 
one of them that ſcap't my fingers, all that came vnder my hands paid ſoundly 
for it. When they were aſleepe,l would play the wagge with them, putting 
the inuffe ofa Candle on the top of their ſhooe, and holding matches of brim- 
ſtone vnder thcir noſes,or rolling a Card , let the ſmoake runne vp into their 
noſtrils, till it was ready to choake them; and a thouland other the like kna- 
uiſh tricks. For albeit God is there knowne, yet is he not feared. They hane 


moſt part , thoſe that come to the like miſery, are Ruffians, and High-way 
robbers, a brutiſh and beaſtly kinde of people. And it muſt be either a great

One Munday morning wee were called vp, and giuing every one of vs 
2 Teſtimoniall of his Sentence, wee were all chained one to another: And 
being thus threaded as it were vpon toure chaines , wee were deliuered ouer 
rothe Commiſlary, who was to convey vs by little journeys to the port: | 
faire and loftly, foot after foor, and as wee could haile our haltred legges aftcr.

Inthis manner went we out of Sevs/l, to the great griefe and forrow of our 
Parcntsand Kinsfolke, and cther our good friends, who went tearing their} 
hajre, as wee palt along the ſtrectes, and ſcratching their faces with their 
nayles, every oneaccording to the loue and reſpect which ſhee bare vnto her 
triend.

| And hec beingdeſirousro know the cauic ofthishis diſtemperature; 1 began 
to apprehendwith my ſclfe , that Jors would reſcrue all this for him; And I 
made this reckoning with my ſeltc; 1f i hould acquaincthe Commuflary with | 
that which had paſt berweene vs, ir may be, that though I ſhoald not haue 
all,yerat kaſt,lome part of the booty might fall to my (hare. 


* This chicke ( rhoughe 1 ) ſhall not.carry iraway fo ; bee ſhall not hane all 
the rhankes,and laughac mee when hee has done. I will not be thus gull'd by 
him. Andchcrefore I reſolacd with my 1elfe,to acquaint him with the whole 


vs, winch wee two [troue tor. 
Herevpon ( beinginformed by me )he conunended Soro,that he would pre- | 
ſently gine him that which I had giucn him. Hee ſtourly denies, that hee had 
any thing of mee. The guards are will'dro 1carch him; they dot ſozand when | 
they had done the vrmoſt of their diligence , chey could finde no ſuch thi | 
about him,nor any the leaſt ſigne or roken thereof. -'' Wherevpon I gathered, 
that he had done as 1 did, delivering the ſame over ro ſome other body , ro 
keepe it ſatc for him. .” ar. 
Itold the Commiſſary , that there was no queſtion to be madeof it , but: 
that he had ſecretly convay'd it away to ſomeone orother of this our c 
ny,for that really and cruly he recciucdir of me, whogaue the ſame vato him: 
with minc owne hands. When heeſaw, thatneicher by faire meanes;norby 
foule, by periwalions, nor threarnings, nor another courſe thathee tooke 
with him, he could be broaght ro ms t the cruch,und ro bring theſe things 
tolight; the Commmiſſaryy commandedrhey ſhonld cake him atide , and pur | 
bim to the Racke, rill they ſhould make him rocontefſe, - and for that ey | 
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had no other inſtrament there ,. ſaue Cords, they applide themtochoſe his 
lower parts;and when vpon their twiſting, they began co ſtraine ſame, what | 
hard vpon the fleſh, which was:toq delicate and ſcnſible ro indureany tore, | 
being likewiſe a faint-harted fellow, and of little or no courage, : hee forth: \ 
with confeſſed, whither hee had conveyd them.  Tberevponthey preſently | 
rooke his Pigge from him, (ſo that hee loit that too by the bargaine)and taking | 
out the entrals to {ce what was there , they quickly lighted on the two little 
bundles,in either of which was a Roſario, or (ct of beads of the perfecteſt, and 
| che daintieſt pure Corall,that ever mine cyes ſaw;eucry Bead at bothends,ha- 
uiag his Cap of Gold, which was much graced by the ncat cutting and cnamel- 
ing that was beſtowed vpon them, which (it ſhould ſeeme) were tent as to- 
| kensro two ſeverall perſons. | | 
| | The Commiſſary makes no more adoe, but preſently claps them vp in his 
| | pocket, promiſing to befriend mee for It, and to giue mee, vvhar'l my ſelfe | 
ſhould 6 forrhem. Soto was herewith fo madded,and fo, cxtreemly incen- 
{cd againſt me, that they were forced to change our chaines,and ſet vsfarther } 
2 * alunder then before;for though wee were thus divided, and parted each from 
: other,they did afterwards fall to manacling of him , faſtaing both his wriſts 
together with bolts of yron, becauſe when he came where any ſtones were, he 
would take them vp and throw them at mee. : 
| | Inthis troubleſome manner we came at laſt vnto the Gallies, juſt vyponthe 
| - | very nicke,when they were calking, and rigging, and making all ready roput 
| forth to Sea, andto goe in chaſe. And before they brought vsaboord, they 
' carrica vsto apriſon, where we palt over that night, with the like incommo- | 
ditic and trouble,as at other times. Nay rather,it was worſe with vs now,then 
| heretofore, for that the priſon was little , andcramm'd as fuil as ever it could 
' hold. Bur be it better or beit worſe, ſuch as it was, wce were forced to take ail 
in good part,and to make as good ſhift as wee could. For vve could not doe as 
|  { wee would, nor make choice otany partto out liking. 
| ' The Commiſſary had talke in the mcane while with the Kings Officers; | 
who came with thoſe other of the Gallies, andthe Kings A/gzazs/; and hauing| 
now aſſigned and appointed vs our Bankes, where vve were to ſit androwe, 
| | they gauethe Commiſſary adiſcharge for the delivering of ſomnany Slauesin- | 
| to their hands, whotold mee that hee vvould come and ſee mee;'andthar hee | 
- _ | vyouldſtand my very goodfriend; fo hee berooke him to his Mule, and from | 
| that day forward, didneuer more ſet eye on him. + | 
| Now, before that they tooke vs out ofpriſon, to. lead vs along to the 
| Gallics, they had ordered how wee ſhould bedevided, and it fell out , that 
1 vvevvereto goefixe and fixe mafyle ; in which diviſion, it was my illlucke 
| | (chankes to my ſinnes, that laidthis puniſhment vpon me) to haue Soto tobe 
| my Camerade. _ - 
! This done, they preſently dceltuered vs over to certaine Mooriſh Slaues, 
7 vvho vvith their halfe pikescaine to guard vs along , and tying our hands 
 vvith tough thongs, which they had brought with them for that purpoſe, 
| away vve goe vvith them. Wee come aboord the Gally, vvhercinto being en- | 
tred, vvee vvere vvilled to retire our ſelues tothe poope, till that the Cap-} 
taine and the Maſters- Mate ſhould come, and call vs out one by one, play- 
 |cing every man 1n this, or that other Banke, as they thought fit; now, } 
| vyhen they vvere come amonglt vs, they vvent vvalking vp and dovvne on} - 
the (onrſey , or the Gallerie-like ſpace, on both fides vvhereof, the Slaues | 
Bankes are placed: and vvhileſt they vvere ans on the bankes, and adui- 
ſing vvith themſclues vvhere.it vvere fitteſt todiſpole of vs; the other Gal- 
| ly-ſlaues began to ſet out throats, and to cry our To vnto them, deſiring 
that they vyould diſperce vs amongſt them ; ſome complaining that they 
| had an vnprofitable member amongſt them; others , that all in thiir Banke 
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Burt the Captaine , and the Maſters-Mate, not giving care to their cla- 
mours, but governing themſelucs by their owne diſcretion, having conſide- 
red what was fitteſt to bee done, placed vs here and there, as they law cauſe: 
in which partition it fell to my lot, to be ranked in the ſecond Banke, juſt be- 
fore the Cooke-rome , neere vnto the Maſters- Mates Cabbin, at the foot of 


were weake and fecble perſons, vnable to doe any ſervice. __ 


the Malt; having placed Soro 1n the Parroxe, or Maſters Banke. It grieu'd me 


very much, that he was ſeatcd {o neare voto me, inregard of the. late quarrell 
that had beene betweene vs; for wee could never afterwards indure one ano- 
ther; and he, me lefſe, then I could him; for he was a malitious minded man, 
& had intertained in his heart a deep hatredagainſt me; though l (for my part) 
never did deny him my triendſhip, nor was ever wanting vnto him, when- 


ſoever he had occaſion to vie me: but hee, like the Commiſlary, would haue | 


all to himtclfc, if T ſhould hauc let him alone. And all he ſhould hauc had, and 
that vvith a very good vvill , it I had but once thought , that hee vvould 
haue cry'de quits vvith mee, and paid mce home in mine owne coyne. 
W hen they had brought mee to the Banke , thoſe that were there, bade ince 
welcome; in requitall whereof , I could hauc wiſhr, that I had beene able to 
ſay vntothem; Excuſe me, that I cannot come. 

They inſtalled me in my ſeate, and parton the Kings Robes ypon me, two 
Shirts, two paire of linnen Breeches, a colour*'a Waltecoat, and a red Cap. I 
was ſcarce warme 1n my ſear, when a baſe vnder-Barber comes vnto mee, a 
better Shaver,then a Curter,and with his Razor, makes my head and Beard: as 
bare as my hand, whichl taoke to hearr, tor the great accounc I made there- 
ot. But re-collc&ting my ſpirits, I beganne to comfort my ſelfe,thar this was 
che fortune of the world , and that others, that had beene in farre higher 
place, had falne into farre greater miſertes. 

I removed mine eyes from thoſe that were beforc me, and looked towards 
thoſe that were bchinde me: not conlidering fo much with my ſelfe how ma- 
ny were more happy, but how many were more wretched then 1 was. O this 
looking downewatd 18 a comfortable thing to a man in miſery. Andalbeit, 
it bee true, that there 18 not any life almoſt fo miſerable, as that of a Gally- 
Slaue, yet was it not halte ſo bad as that which I indured vvith my firſt 
Witc. And it was ſome comfort beſides vnto mee, that I was not a lone 
man in this my afflitions , but had many fellowes thart fuffercd the like 
torment. TT | 

A young fellow that belonged to the eLlguazil , made preſently towards 
mec, to clappe ferters on my feet, and manacles on my hands, chaining mee, 
and other gry companions, that fate together on the ſame Banke, ſo fal , and 
{o ſure, that wee could not ſtirre from thence. Then did they giue mee my 
allowance, which was ſixe and twenty ounces of Bisket ; it (> fell out, that 
rhat day vvas (as wee call it) da de Caldero, the Caldron day, for the boi- 
ling of fleſh, and making of pottage ; And becauſe I was bur a new-comer, 
and was vnprovided of a woodden diſh, I rooke my part of thoſe mam- 
mocks that were ſhared amongſt vs, with one of my fellowes that fate by 
mee. I would nor offcr to ſoke my Bisket 1n it, but chew'd it downe dry, 
as all your freſh-men doe at the firlt, till time had taught mee the vic of my 
armecs. 5 - 

The paine wee were put to for the preſent was litle or nothing; for the 
Gallicsbc1ng thenatrimming , and a calking, wee that werethe ghing , the 
baſe rout, and raskalitic of the Gallics, ſeru'd as then for no other vie , but 
to row towards the ſhore , when wee were ſocummanded , and to make 
proviſion of boughes, or fomething elſe for ſhade, leaſt the heate of the 
Sunne ſhould melt the callow. All the cloathes that I brought aboord vvith 


| mee intothe Gally, I made ſhow of them, and ſoldthem ; which yeelded 
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| ved with my ſelte, that 1 could not giue ita better or more ſecret place, 


| 


mce ſome mcney, though not much, adding that, ro that other little ſurme, 
which I brouzht with me, when I came out of Priſon. Nor did I know inthe 
vvorld how, or where | might ſecretly lay it vp, and keepe it ſafe, either to 
| relicue mee in ſuch neceſſitics as vſually offer themiciues, or to imploy it 
| in ſome one thing or other, that I might haue a penny in my purte at a pinch. 
And for that I had neicher Coffer , Cheſt, nor ſo much as a Deske, that had a | 
Locke and Key to it, vyhere I might ſafely lay it vp, it did ſome-what trou- 
ble me, nor beingable to deviſe with my ſelfe, vvhat I were beſt to doe with 
it. To carry it itil] about mee, were to runne the hazzard of being robb'd, 
' or coozen'd if it by my owne Camerades : And to commit it to another bo- 
dics keeping, I had already too late experience of the ill correſpondence in 
that kinde. 
| All lfaw, wasill, it concern'd me to looke well vnto it, and to be-thinke 
' my ſelfe how I ſhould diſpoſe of it. At laſt (after long conſideration) I refol- 


' then to clappe it in my boſome , and to lay it asneere to my heart as I could | 
' poſsibly bring it. Others put their hearts there, where they pur their | 
| treaſure : but 1 rooke a cleane contrary courſe , putting ny treaſure where 
| ny heart was. | | 
| Well, l got me a needle and threed, and clapping my Thimble on my fin- } 
ger, I tellto worke, and-made mee vp alittle Purſc , about the bigneſle of a | 
Wax-kernell, which being ſtrongly ſowed , and quiited with many a lurc 
| ſtitch vpon that part of m7 ſhirt, which rouckt vpon my heart, I bare it 
there, never ſuffcring it to bee out of my Hght ; and having !till an eye vpon 
it, that it might bce tafer from its friends, and my enemies, vvho vvould 
bee ever and anon lecring that way , caſting a ſneepes eye towards ir ; bur 
hee, whole mouth watred molt at it, and had a months minde to bec doing 
with it, was anotable famous Thiefe, that was my Camerade, and fatenext 
vnto mee, who could never come to filch it from mee, neither at mid-nighr, 
| nor at atany other time , ſo ſurely did I guard it on that fide. Yet was hee 
not wanting to doe his beſt; for , when hee perceiu'd that I was aflcepe, hee 
would goe groping heere and there, viſiting every part about mee with his 
hand ; and for that the roomes were but few , andthe houſhold-ſtuffethat 
belong'd vnto them, rot much, they were eafily and quickly runge over. He 
had paſt over inatrice, alittle Satcheli that I had by my fide , my Gabar- 
| dine and my Breeches, and was now come at laſt to my Waſte-coat, which 
| 1 might more properly hane termed my Soule: for that with its warmth, 
| it did viuihe, and quicken the bloud, whereby it ſuſtained ir felte, and 
was kept aliuc. We both labour'd hard, he to robbe, I to keepe. He was 
not ſocrafty , but I was as carcfuil. Andif at any tine ] did {trip my (elfe 
naked, I vvould order the buſinefſe fo, that it ſhould be impots1ble for him 
to take it from vader me, vnlcſſe he tooke me away with it. He continued 
a long time in this his care ro come by it, watching all opportunities to rob 
me of it. 

Now, in the meane while, foraſmuch as I did conſider with my ſelfe, that 
whcreſoever a man liues, hec had necd of an Angell of guard to attend 
him vpon all occaſions; I beganneto bethinke my ſelfe whom 1 ſhould make 
choylic of to bee my Protector. And after that I had thorowly thought 
there-vpon , 1 could nct finde out any fitter for my turne, then the Maſters- | 


—— 
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Mate. For albeit it be true, that the Captaine, as Lord, and chiefe Comman- 
der of all the reſt, isto bee accounted the onely Protefor of vs all; yer, out 
of his authoritte and greatneſle of his Place , hee vvill not trouble himſelte | 
with this raskall rabble. 

They are for the moſt part principall perſons , and men of qualitie ; they 
will not vouchſafe to looke ſo low; they reckon not of ſuch poore ſnakes as 
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make this choyce, for thatthe Maſters-Mate was my neere nei , his 
more' conveniently ſerue him. And ſo much the rather was I defirous to 
ſettle vpon him, becauſe hee carried the Cudgell, and had the poſſeſſion of 
the falt Eele, which hee diſtribured amongſt vs, cither more or leſle, accor- 
ding as he favour'd, or dis-favour'd; paying ſure ſoundly, and letting others 
goec {cot- free. s T 
Thus by little and little, I went ſcruing,my ſelre intohis ſervice, getti 

more ground (till vpon him, and {iriving ro out-ſtripthereſt: As well in 
my attendance at his boord , as in having himto bed ; I tricke vp his Cab- 
bin, bruſhr his Cloathes, Kept tbem neat and handſome, looket to his lin- 
nen, and was 1n every other reſpe& ſo diligent about him, that v vithina 
few dayes I was the onely man in his cye. Nor did [account it as a ſmall fa- 
vour, that hee would deigne mce a good Jlooke : It ſeeming vnto mee, as oft 
as hee lookt vpon mee, that hce had beſtow'da Bull (I meane not the Pizzle) 
vpon mee, anda free Indulgence trom ſtripes, and that hee didchereby ab- 
{olye mee both 4 culpa, & pena: From my fault, and the puniſhment 
thereof. But therein I was deceived; for that they beeing naturally ſevere 
and cruell, and that commonly ſuch kinde of ſterne and auſtere men are pur 


into ſuch places, they never hauc aneye to conſider courtelies, not feeking 
to requite good, butto puniſh ill. 


They arc a people, that will not acknowledge any thankefulneſſe , be- 
cauſe all that wee doe for them, they thinke to be due vnto them. A nights 
| did ridde the Dandruffe out of his head, rubb'd his feet, fann'd his face, 
deſtroyed the Gnats, aud waired on him with tnat obſervance and punua- 
litie, that the greateſt Prince inthe vvorld could not bee better {crved. And 
if they ſerue their Prince for louc, I did the like to the Maſtcrs- Mate for 
teare ; leſt the Hoope ofa Hogs-head, or an Ecjes tayle ſhould twine it 
{clfe about my ſhoulders, vvhich kinde of vveapons they never goe vvith- 
out. And howbeir it bee true, that this manner of tervice is not ſo per- 
fet, nor ſonouble as the other ; yet feare makes men to cake more heed. 
And now and then vvhen T faw hee vvas vvaking, and had no minde to 
fleepe, 1 vrould entertaine him with a merry Fable, gr pleaſant Hiſtorie, to 
paſſe away the time the better. AndI was never vnprovidcd of a com- 
pany of witty jcſts, and fine conceits, to make his Worthip laugh: It being 
no {mall comfort to mee, tolee him looke cherefully.» I grew in grace vvith

bim , and was very happy tn this particular; yet am I ſo much privie to mine | 


owne worth, that it was no more then my good ſervice did deſerue, So that 
now , hee would not that any other, ſauce my (elfe, ſhould ſerue him in thoſe 
things, which gaue him the greateſt contemt. And] had moreelpeciallrea- 
{on ro eſteeme ot this his favour rowards mee, 1n regard that hee had a 
Gally-flaue, before hee entertained me, that attended on his Perſon. Whom, | 
though hee ved well, yer hee went dayly pyning and conſuming away, that 
hee was very ſorry to- ſee it. . For, though hee leda better life then the reſt, 


and that hee lou'd him (o well, that hee ted him from his owne trencher , and 


beſtowed the beſt morſels vpon him; yet was he like your Gaera-colts,which

 CHMuley eAlmangor (vvho was King of Granada) had a great Prizado, or

| him ſo dearely, as alfo for the truſt and confidence that hee had in him; (tor 
there was not any difticulty in the world, which he wouli not wadethorow, 
ſo as it might make for his Majeſties ſervice) And for that thoſe, that deſeruc 
theſe kinde of honours, are evermore enuy'd by thoſe that are vnworthy of 
them, there were not ſome wanting,who heareing the King ſpeake of bisloue 
and affeQion towards this his Favorite , {aid vnto him; Sir, that your Majc- 
{tie may ſee, whether that bee true or no, for which you ſo much commend | 
your eAMlcazde, vvould you be pleaſed to make proofe of him in ſome bulines | 
of importance, and wherein there is ſome difticultie; and then ſhall you finde, 
whether he be that manner of man, that you take him tobe : For by the dili- 
gence that he ſhall vſe therein, your Majcſtic ſhall truly knowe, whether his 
heart be with you or no. The King liked exceeding well ofthis motion, and 
faid;I will not only command him in a buſinesthar 1s difficult, but ſuch a one, | 
as js impoſſible to be cffe&ed. And cauſing him forth-with to be called in, 
ſaid vnto him; eAlcayde, IT hauea thing to glue you in charge , vvhich you 
muſt accompliſh out of hand, vpon paine of my diſpleaſure , andthe lofle of 
my favour ; Andthis it is that I ſhail deliver vnto you, a good far Weather, | 
| which you ſhall keepeat home in your owne houſe, you ſhall giuethe ſameal. 
lowance of meat, as hee was wont to haue heretofore, and more, if more hee 
will cate; and within a Moneth, you muſt rcturne him back vato me, poore, | 
and leane as a rake. 
Thispoore Moorc,whoſe deſire was never other,then to ſcrue his King, & 
nQually to performe whatſoever hee ſhould be pleaſed ro command him;

ſibilirie as this, to paſſe; wasnot therewith diſmayeda whit, but readily, and 
witha cheerefullcountenancerecervingthe Weather, he cauſed irto be carry- 
ed home to his houſe , according as the King had commanded : And there 
ſitting downe, and deviſing with him(clfe, how he might bring this buttnes a- 
bout, and giue ſatisfaRion to his Maſters defire; he beganto'et his witsa- |.

of his Wardrobe, and of his Table, for that he had alwayes tound me ſutable 
to hisdefires. Nor, (for all this favour that he ſhewed vnto mee, which was 
very great inreleaſing me from the obligation of a Slaue, and exerciſing ſuch 
duties, as were required in the Galley ) vvould I forbeare ( for mine owne 
pleaſure ) ro come fometimes amongſt them, andto doe asthey did ; but 
would noawand then, of mine owne accord, fall to my labour, that 1 might 
not be to ſceke, 1f out of neceſſitic I ſhould chance to be pur vnto it. | 
| There did] learne to knit Stockins, to make falſe Dice, as your High- 
men, and your Low-men, ſetting ewo Aces oneagain(t another,or two Sixes 
on one Dye, for your Coggers and Cheaters, who, forthe vie that they made 
of them, would pay well tor them. I likewiſe there learn'd to make Buttons, 
both of Silke; and of haire ; as alſo dainty delicate Tooth-picks,of divers ſun- 
dry inventions, and colours, and neatly guilded ; which none in the Galley 
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ing vpon theſe even termes, we were forced to goe with our Galley to (adiz 
for Maſts, and Main-yards, Sayles, Pitch, Tarre, Tallow, and the like necefſa- 
ries; and this Voyage was the firſt , wherein I was put toany paines: For, 
being ſo much friended by the Maſters-Mate, as I was, they did not force mee 
 todoe any more worke, then what I would my ſcltc. TT 
And for that this did not ſceme to me, tobe a niatter of any great labour, 
| that I might not ſhew my ſelfe an idle ſpeRator, or that I did feeke to avoyd 
paines-taking, eſpecially, being that wee were not to giue the chate , or for- 
ccd to betake our ſelues to flight; where,and in which caſes, we were torowe 
| for our liues, and to tugee with all the ſtrength and force that wee had, at the 
Oare; And for that, when wee were once inthe Port, and had a good Haven 
to friend, we did vſually lye quict,and were never whipt, and had our enter- 
rainments, and paſtimes, preſuming that betweene Port, and Port, eſpeci- 


I would needs (et my ſelfe to the Oare, onely to trie what manner of thing it 
was : But it wasnot foſlight and ecaſicathing, as I tooke it to be : for ( ber 
| cauſe wee were forced to goe towing the Maſts, and Main-yards )when wee 
| came tocaſt Anchor, I was nothing but wearines and ſweat, becauſe I would 
not leaue my Oare, nor giue occaſion toothers to murmure; withdrawing 
_ | my hand from that, which for mine owne pleaſure 1 had vaJuntarily vnder- 

| taken. And this was the onely, and ſcle cauſe , ys Ars ſoone, and (o ſoundly, 


after Thad had my Maſtcr to bed) 1 fellaſleepe,falling like a ſtorie; flatto t 


his legges within the ow? to reachatthe Weather , and to trieif he could 


Now that 1 may apply this Story to the purpoſe wee haue in hand ; [t| 


could doe beſides my felfe. My poy ze being put into this ballance;that is,ſtand. 


ally being ſo neere, there needed not the finewes of an Oxe, to hale and pull; |

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2 1 ground ; giving very good ſignes and tokens thereof ro my 'Camarades, 
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vvho heard mcc now ty doe that, vvhich they had never heard me doe be- | 


forc; to wit, to ſnort like a young ſucking Pigge. That Traytour of mine 
owne Banke, vvas the firſt ( as being neercſt vnto mce)that heard me rout; 


was his very good friend. and whom he mightbelt truſt, acquainted him 


that little money that | had. They joyn'd both together , as vvell 1 the 
manner of ſharing it, as of taking it from me. Which they had gone cleare 
away with, it 1 had not had the Alcelde to friend. Ihey tooke tt as ecalily 
from mee, asthey could wiſh; paſſing it preſently from Banke to.Banke, ro 
the farther end of the Galley ; perſwading chemiclues, that becaute it vvas 
night,and nor percciued by any, both of them ſtiftcly denying ir, they thould, 
without any more adoe , carry away the prey , aad divide the ipoyle be- 
eweenc thein. | | 

Now, vvhcn it vvas day, they all began ro wake, andI amongtt thereſt, 
20t vp , heavic of lcepe, bur light of purſe : for that vverght vvhich 1 was 
| wont to feele lying vpon my hearrt, 1 telr no more; and it did much croublc 
mc, that it did nor trouble me. I lookt about, and fonnd my money gone ; ] 
was {trooke as dead as a doore-nayle; death was in my face, and 1 knew nor 
what to doe. If I hd my peace, 1 ſhould heare no more newes of 1t,but mult 
2iue it for loſt;and if 1 ſhould ſpeake thereof, | ſhould roaſt all my part tizere- 
of (as the Proverbe 1s )vpon my finger, and purtall in mineeye, that 1 thould 
gct by the bargaine. Now was I pur out of the poilciſion of that which I had 
injoyed fo long ; Wherevpon 1 faid with my elfe; If hethar hath raken it 
from mee, will giue me no thankes for it, much lefle ſhall I reape any. benefit 
from him ;.better it were notwithſtanding, that hee ſhould Kecpeir, that has 
ir, for it may be, that at {ome time or other, he. will not be wanting to make 
foincacknvwlcdgemeit thereot;and he at lalt may come tobe punithed, who 
did me this wrong: atleaſt, he will cate his meat with forrow, when he ces 
he ſhall reape no profit by it. But this Countell did nor pleaſe me. 

Now , vvhen the Maſters- Mate was ready to rife , 1 brought him his 
cloathes, and while he was making himfclfe ready, 1 made hm a long relation 


of my imis-fortune, making him (to my colt) ro know, and to touch, as it 


were with the hand the miſcric of thole men, who hauing purſt vp a few 


' Pence with a great dcale of labour and paines-taking,carning It very hardly, 


arc,cither by mitchance,or by a pilfcring hand, depriucd thereof inan inſtant: 
Telling him moreover,that I had brought thoſe moneys trom Sevi/!, amongſt 
which, I had likewiſe put thoſe other, which 1 had made of my cloathes that ] 
ſold, when I came aboord the Galley, which I kept ascharily as i could for my 
life, that I might there-with either relecue my neceſfitics, when occafion 
ſhould ſeruc, or elſc unploy it on ſome one thing or other, that might yeeld 
me profit. And as I was opening my minde thus vnto him, I likewiſe opened 
my boſomme, and ſhew'd him the falſe ſtuffing, wherein I had pur 1t, the 
| mold,or indented marke vvhercof,theſe Theeues had left behinde them, being 
' forall the world, fucha kinde of print, as a Hare lcaues in her Forme, when 
; ſhe is newly gone out of it, DL - 

It ſeemed to the Mallcrs-Mate, that this that I told him, wasan evident

When that Slaue perceiu'd that hee ſpake of him, and that hee had 
' Charg'd him in chis manner, he ſtarted vp on his feete,and (aid; That he was in-

My good fortune ( likefroth ) beganne to increaſe more and more, in 
regardthat { gauc my Maſter tuch good content. And the Gallies becing to 
goe forth, which were to joync with thoſe of Naples, vponacertaine 1m- 
| ploymentat Sea, 1 gor mcea-ſhore, hauing a Souldtour of guard to be my 
keeper, and to my fate returne, where I 1mploycd all that little money that 
I had, in matters of victuallage, which preſently trom my ſetting forth 
from thence would double the coſt, and it ſucceeded well with mee. Out 
of that gaines, ( with iny Maſtcrs leaue ) I made mee a ute after rhe 
faſhion of-an old Gally-flaue , or one that had beene of ancient ſtanding a» 
mong(t them; Hoſe and W aſtccoat ot blackeBuckram, liſted and welted hand- 
ſomely in the ſeames, which (1t being then the Sumner ſeaſon) was cooler 
and freſher for me,and fit tor my turne. Ts

But to glue the vvcrld leaue to cenſure thingsas they liſt , let him that 
vvould fainc know vvhether hee ſtand in the ſtate of grace, or no, andliue in 
Gods loue and tavour, looke, and conſider vvith himſclfe, how God vvor- 
keth with him, and he ſhall cafily come to know it. V ſe thy beſt indeavours; 
doethat, vvhich (as a good Chriſtian ) thou art bound to doe; fo ſhall thy 
vvorkes be acceptable in his (ight, and thou ſhalt know (like Abe!) that God 
is vvellpleaſed vvith this thy tacrifice, and that hee hath ſer his eyes vpon 
thee. 

Marke and obſcrue, whether hee vſes thee no vvorſe , then hee vſcs him» 
ſelfe; tor this 1s a ſure and infallible figne, tharthy Lord loues thee, vvhen of 
the ſame bread that he eateth ; of the ſame cloathes which hee vveareth ; of 
the ſame table, vvhere he takes his mealcs ; of the ſame ſeat, vvhereon hce 
firteth; of the ſame Wine, whereof he drinketh ; of the ſame bed , whereon 
| helyerh; hce makes no difference betweene thee and him, but is as it vvere 

all one. W hat did God injoy ? What did God loue? W hat did God ſuffer?

Now then , vvhen God ſhall ſhare theſe vvith thee , hee ſhewes that hee 
loues thee. Theu arr his Minion, he feaſts chee , and wakes muchof thee ; Be 


them. Nor doe thou thinke, that God refuſes to giue thee thine owne hearts 
deſire, thy pleaſures, thy contentments, riches andlarge poſſeſsions, or whar 
elſe may delight thee, for that he is clote fiſted, niggardly, or coverous; for 


thine eyesaſide, and looke vpon thoſe that poſleſſe them in greateſt aboun- 
dance. But whoare theſe? Even Moores, Infidels, and Heretiques. But God 
runnes a contrary courſe vvith his friends, vvith thoſe that are his cle&ed, 
| and beloved children ; the cheriſhments, and blandiſhments, that hee be- 
 ſtowes vpon them, are poverty, atflictions, and perſecutions. ' O had I but 
knowne ſo much heretofore, as I doc now , and that God would haue beene 
pleaſed to haue gay Hocege my vnderſtanding,that I might hauetguely (eenc, 
and leokr into my former errours, I might hauc benefited my lelfe in another 
kinde of manner then I did atthat cime. | 
Tam the willinger todeliver this vnto you, for that whenI made this Diſ- 
courſe with my ſclte, 1 did doc it truly, and with all my heart. And albeit I am 
not worthy to merit thereby any reward, (being fo great a ſinner as I am) yet 
notwithſtanding , thisJittle crumme, this poore drop, this ſmall ſparke, had

put iny felfe into, was not without its payment.

That ſmall ſhade of [uy , (which like lonas Gourd, 
did keepe mee from the ſcorching of the Sunne) vvas loſt, and quite taken | 
from mee ; it was dry'de vp, and withered, there was a worme bred in the | 
root of it, -which had vvaſted and conſumed it ; ſo that [ vvas forced to lye | 
opento the heates, {uffering nzw calamities, and new troubles, and fuch as 

| [ never thought on, withour any caule given by mee, or any the leaſt figne of 
offence , having no way dz({crved ſuch hard meaſure, Bur ſtay the Pen, and 
ingeniouſly confeſſe , that ſuch miſeries and afflictions as theſe , arc that 
hidden treaſure in the field, ſo highly commended vnto vs. And lince thou 
haſt patiently heard mee hitherro, fox thine owne pleaſure, heare mee now 
another while for mine; and hearkena little to the remainder of my mis> 
fortuncs, where-vnto I ſhall giuean en end, tn the next enſuing Chapter. 
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Guzman de Alfarache proſecutes that which hapned unto him inthe Gallies: 


—73J|Hcre was a famous Painter , who vvas fo excellent 11 h15 
Sil Art, that hee had not his fellow 1n all the world. Vpon 
the fame and report of vyhoſe admirable peeces of 
vvorke, there came a Gentleman to his houſe, and go- 
1ng into the roome, vyhere hee drew his pictures, hee 
agreed with him, that hee ſhould paint for him in a Ta- 
ble, a very faire and beautifull Horſe , with rich furni- 
ture, and gracefully ſet forth, who being looſe , ſhould | 
\{eeme to runne away as faſt as his legges could carry him. The Painter per- 
formed this piece of worke with all poſſible perfeRion , and ſhew'd therein 
the vtmoſt of his skill. And having fully finiſht it,he placed irthere where the 
\ colours might grow dry? 
| Now , vvhen the Gentleman came to ſec how this his vvorke vvent 
forward, and to know how farre hee had proceeded therein, the Painter 
made haſte to ſhew it him, telling him hee had already endedit. And for 
'thar, when hee ſet forth this Table a drying; the Painter did nor greatly carc 
(as a thing that was nothing matcriall) to {ct it after this, or that other man- 
;ner, more one then another : So that the horſe ſtood (as he tad then placed 
the Table ) with his feet vpward, and his Saddle downeward. 
The Gentleman when hce lookt vpon it , it ſeeming vnto him not to bee 
the ſame, which he had be-ſpoken, faid vnto him; Sir, the Horſethat I wiſht 
you to make me, was to be drawne running away ; and this rather ſecmes ro 
lyetumbling on the grouni. The diſcreet Painter, mildly made an{were ; It 
{cemeth, Sir , that you haneno great inſight in painting ; the Picture is the | 
ſain, that you pretend, if your Worſhip will bee but pleaſed to turne the 
Tavle. Wherevpon, that part that was downe-ward, was turned vpward; 
'Whichdone, the Gentleman viewing it againe, reſted very well contented 
there-with, as well for the goodneſle of the workmanſhip, as that thereby he 
, was taught to know his owne crrour. w—_— 
If wce conſider the handy-workes of God, they will oftentimes ſeeme 
vnto vslike this Horſe, that lyes tumbling and watlowing on the ground; 
but 1} wee ſhall but curne this Table , wrought by the penſill of mus Slag 
Artizan, thar painteg to the life both Heavenand earth, beaurifying the one | 
with Sunne, Moone, and Starres; the other, with all variety of colours, on 
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| lowers, fruits, and thelike ; we ſhall finde , that this is the piece that vvee 
would hauc, and that the worke is done to irs full perfection. 
* . Troubles (as I rold you alittle before) ſeeme harſh and vnto vs: 
we haue not (no more then had this ignorant Gentleman) the true diſcerning 
| of them aright ; there are few that vnderſtand them as they ſhould ; but 

when he that ſends them vnto vs,ſhewes that mercy vnto vs,which is laid vp 
in them, then we ſhall ſee them in their true ſhape and colours, and ſhall take 
great pleaſure and delight in them. | 

Amongſt all the Slaues that were in the Galley , there was none ofthem 
like vnto me, either in their good viage, or in the knowledge of giving ſuch 
good content as I did, to my Maſter. Bur the pinne in Fortunes wheecle lipt 
out, & vp came I intuch a ſtrange kind of manner,as the like was never ſcene. 

It hapncd at that time, that there came a Gentleman into our Galley, who 
bare our Captaines name, and was alſo of kinne vnto him, to learne exper1- 
ence, and to feetome ſervice. He wasrich, well clad, better behau'd, and 
ware about hisneck a maſsie chaine of gold, Soldier-like, being juſt ſuch an- 
other for all the world, as I was vs'd to haue heretofore, Hee dieted in the 
Poope; hee had a good garniſh of Plate ; and {ervants, that waited vpon him, | 
well and handſomly ſuited : But it to fell our, that the very nextday after his | 
imbarking, there were cightcenc linkes of his chaine miſsing, vvhich vvere 
no leſſe worth , then fifty Crownes. Sure, ſome of his owne ſcrvants muſt | 
needs haue them: for there were none, that came into the Poope-roome, bur | 
ſuch as were knowne perſons, and free from all ſuſpicion: Yer notwirhſtan- | 
ing, for the better clecring of this doubr, allthe Captaines ſervants were put 
to the laſh, yet forallthat, vvastherenonewesto bee heard of them , they 
could never hcate of them more, nor get any the leaſt inckling thereof in the | 
vvorld, nor 1s it knowne till this day who ſtole them , or what became of 
them. 

And for the better excuſing hereafter of the like misfortune, the Captaine | | 
came to his kinſeman , and told hitn, that his beſt and ſureſt courſe was, that 
for the time that hee ſtay'd there, hee ſhould commir the charge of his appa- 1 
rel} and Iewels, to ſome truſty Galtey-Staue , who might take care of them 
avd keepe them neate and hand/ome ; aſſuring him , that what-ſoever hee 
ſhould deliver to any one of their cuſtodics, rhey durſt as well be hang'd, as 
not £1ve him atrue account of it, and that there ſhould not bee ſo much as a 
haire miſsing, of any thing that he ſhouldrruſt them withall. E: 

This Gentlewoman liked very well ot his coun{cll; and making afterwards | | 
inquirie, who in all the Galley might be the fitteſt man for him, and the moſt | 
ſuthicient , I was the only man they made choyce of, as being recommended | = 
vnto them, for the good ſatisfationthat I would giuc him in my vnderſtand- 
ing, my diligencic in attending his perſon, and for my cleanlinefſe about m 
{cIte,as alſo any thing that was my maſters. When the Gentleman had heard 
of theſe my good qualities , and how I was likewiſe able to entertaine him 
with witty jcſts, and merry conceits, he thought the time long, till he might | 
ſee me inthe Poope. So inall haſte, they called the Maſters-Mate vntothem, 
and being intreated to part with ine , hee could not deny them their requeſt, 
although it grieu'd him much, for the good ſervice that hee reccived from 
mee ; They clapr a long chaine tv my legge, which I trailed after mee; and 
I was no ſooner come vnto h1m, bur he was very glad tv ſee mee , and (pake| 
very kindely vnto me: and I thinke the rather, for that my fearure, my face, 
| and my ations, were anſ{werable to that which he had heard of nie. It did 
ſomewhat gricue himto (ce me (like a Monky) ty'd thustoa chaine, and to | 
| draw it after me. He intreared the Captaine, that hee would favour me {o 
farre, that I might walke vp and downe with one only fetter ; which vvas 
graunted : By which meancs, I was inabled todoe him the quicker and nim- 
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bler {ervice,as well whe he fate withour athis m-ales,as when he was within 
his Cabbin, asalſo,in going to & froin the Gally, when occaſion was offcred. 
I hadan Inventoric delivered vnto me, of all his apparrell and Iewels; where-

of, I ſtifl gauc him a very good accompt ; Bur that which hee and [, had leaſt 
affiance1n, and were molt jealous of, was, of his owae ſeryancs: For now 
chat I had the charge of his recamera, his Wardrobe, or whatſoever glſe was 
appertaining vnro him, they might calily excuſe themſclues of ſuch things;as 
they could ſtcale cleanely from me. They cabbin'd with the Chaplaine, necre 
ro the maine Maſt: and the Gentleman, he had his cabbin vvithin the Poope; 
and [, in alittle Ditpenſe, or Pantric, where I kept {ome reoalos, and daincics, 
belides other neceſſary proviſion. 

[liked very well my ſervice, though I rooke a grant deale of paines , but 
it was a plcaſure vnto me, and gaue me much content , that I had now the 
power, by thoſe things that paſt thorow my hands, to pertorme many kind- 
acſſcs rowards ſuch Slaues as were my friends and acquaintance : and albeit 
[ was willing to haue done the like towards Soro,my old ( amerade,yetl could 
Not get within him , nor come to faſten any kindnes vpon him; I wilh't his 
good as mine own, but he did me all the ſpight that he coald,diicrediting and 
diſgracing mee, telling ſome things truly of me, and inventing other-fome, 
like vnto thoſe, at what time we were taken, and committed to priton, de- 
taming mce, as much as did lye in him, broaching whatſoever hee knew of 
me, not leaving any one thing vn-ript vp , forthe manifeſting of his malice, 
| and\my ſhame: ſo that, albeit 1, for mine owne part, were privy to my lelte, 
bow much I was now reformed; yertthole that heard him thus exclatme a- 
gainſt mee, would make interpretation of them, as they ſtood aftected , and 
com:ment vpon them, as they themſclues lifted. And though God, at taat 
inſtane, ſhuuld haue given mee the power to haue wrought Miracles, they 
would not hauec ſtik*r to haue ſaid, thatT had done them in Bel/zebab's name. 

Soto, was the knife, that ſought to cut my throat; the point or. edge there- 
of, was (till towards me: yet never did ary man heare me ſpeake ſo muchas 
| one foule word of him, or ever open my mouth againſt him, or make ſhow 
of any thelcaſtcholler, at this his abuſing mc : 1 made no reckoning of it, bur 
let it paſſe as lightly as I could, all my whole care being now taken vp,'in the 
(dili gentattending of my new Maſter,and in doing him all faithfull ſervice,that 
'I might procure hisloue and goodliking towards me;hoping that it might one 
day fo fall out, thateither by him, or by tome other, 1n recompence of my good 
ſervice, T might chance to purchaſe my liberty. 
| Whenhe came out of his Cabbin, I was ſtillat hand to receiue b1m; when 
| he ſct his feet to come downe the ladder, | lent him my hand , at his cntring, 
[and returning out of the Cock- Boate; I made him Tooth-picks for his Tadle, 
'putting them vpon a plate, when he late downe to his meate ; which, being 
'many,& marvellous curious ; hce would often ſend for tokensto his friends. 
His Trencher-plates, and thoſc his other veſicls for the cooling of his wine,

as they ſhould be, that it was a pleaſurero the eye to behold them. Hisbottles
